Jt cyan- 

ced in ſhoꝛt ſpace atter. the ʒinteſſe Flerida waxed great with 

child, a thing of noſmall comtoꝛt tothe aged ing, noz of little 
pleaſure to the poung Pꝛince. '

ſome labour of their long journey, cleane caſtout ofremem- 
bꝛante as of no account, and the joyfull Pzince Don Edward 
de viſeth each dainty delight, and each gallant attempt, that 
epther might pꝛoture the Pzincefle to pleafure., oz by any 
meanes giue her occaſion of paſtime, And foz becauſe the pin .

neſſs) the young Pzince was as carefull in pzeventing ſuch.

change, Leaving the Court, her walked with her in P3o- 
grefle thzough the Fozreſt of England, foʒ that he ſuppoſed the

The PzinceCe Flerida perceiving the courteous care; and 
diligent endeavour, that her ropall ſponſe Don E dward vled 
foz her greater delight , ſo lovinaly labouring to avold that 
motton, that either might ſeme to her perfon diſpleaſant, oz 
by any ſinifer meanes fo make ſhew of herdiſpzofit, deũ red 
him to appoint ſach pzovigon foz her, that there he might 
diſcharge her heauy burthen, and not to depart b:foze the ſaw 
the fruits of her labonrs, To which reaſonable requeſt, the 
Pzinceright courteoufly conſented, being right glad to ful: 
Au that occaſion, that might be to her content, and foz that 
cauſe.as pet he refufed the governing of the Kingdome, appoin⸗ 
ting the whole affatres thereof, to the wife diſcretion of King 
Fredericke his Father, vntill fuch time as he ſaw the Pꝛin⸗ 
teſte in better eſtate ot her health, And in this oꝛder fought he 


tach vafrequented place of paſſage, and each ſolitary habita- 


tion, to remaue his Tents when pleaſed the Pzincefle, dee 
ming thoſe places to his better content, then the pouthfull ve: 
lights of the king his Fathers Court. But as the faireft 
colours ſone fadeth, the freſheſt flower, ſwneſt withereth, 
and the cliereſt dapquickly cloudy, even ſo the man to whom 
Fortune doth avouch moſt friendlineTe, is ſoneft imrapped 
by her diſſembling falſhwd : and when leaſt he thinketh of any 
ſecret doubt, he is decerved by ſuddaine danger.

on a pleaſant grene platte, bya little running River, which 
delighted the mind ol the Pꝛinceſſe, the place was ſo fine and 
iti choſenout. Dn a ſuddaine there was heard a great tumult 
in a thicket of Tres nere adjopning, to ſee what it mightbe, 
the P2inee mounted en Pozſebacke, and rode to the place, 
where caſting his eyes afide, he efpyed a wilde and mighty 
Boze, which fight the Pꝛince was not a little gladof, but with 
divers of his noble Lozds, made pꝛeſent purſuite after, Don 
Edward till ridafter the game, that the other had quite leſt 
the ſight of him, which they ſought agatne fo recover, but all

Giant'whom the Ladyſent foz, and hauing vnderffadthe full 
minde ol his Aunt, entred the chamber of Don Edoard, where 
taking the [wo2d of the Pzince in his hand, 'bzake fozth info 
theſe oz thelike ſpeeches,

famous then foztunate , who little knowes now that thou art

ſure. As foz thy life, Jfranckly and freely giue the, ſ&ing the 
Kingly Lyon dildaineth to vaunt on his conquered Pꝛey, and 
the Pzincely Eagle ſcozneto to fope to a Flyz, Beſides,thy 
. life is not of ſuficiencie in ſucha cauſe as this, beeing firſt the 
death of my Father, next, the diſtreſſe of my Friends,now the 
meſent griefe of my ſelfe,and laſtly,ever hereafter, to all my iſ⸗ 
ſue an eternall ſozxrow : which to appeaſe,the life of one, no not 
of tenne, no,no2 yet ofan hundzeth is able to make recompence 
oz ſuffice to quench mp rigour. Neuertheles, in paze and mea⸗ 
neſt ſozt J mind to vſe thee,not as thou liff,but as I like, not to 
thine owne chopte, but as J ſhall finde occaſion : ſo that to re:

O mp deere Flerida, when thou ſhalf call thy vnkindneſſe 
infoqueſtion, and my la ſt departure from thy pzeſence into a 


womans opinion, J know thy care will no leTe trouble thy 


minde, then my want of thy comfozt cauſeth my miſerte, Alas, 
though J haue thus left ther by folly, yet thinke not but J till 
loue ther faithfully, and although thy grefe (as J know ) is 
great, foz my loſſe , yet thinke not but my ſozrow putteth me 
to extremity of my life; in that this Pziſonſo amateth me with 
ſadneſſe, as I am of opinion, never againe to ſe you, without

bis bzane behaniour, the exploites both of him and the Empe⸗ 
tour Palmerin(beitig both to moſt tnknown) were ſach.as the 
King of England , with all his Conrtly affiftants, not onely 
commended their valour , but alſo gaue them entertainement, 
agreeable to their bounty and magnanimitie, Foz he perceining 
that their daily endeavours, tended both to the ſalegard of their 
perſon, and honourof his whole Realme, gaue them that pze- 
ferment in Court, which they deſerved inchinalry,md that he 
nour in name, which they both argued to haue in nature, 
whereby they were encouraged to attempt the hardeſt adven- 
ture, and ſo be honoured in their knightly behauiour. In favour 
of their Pzince,and lone oftheir Country, at length theyobtat- 
ned the full iſſue of their enterpziſe : which was to haue with 
them the Pzinces Agriola, whom ona day, thzough leaue ob- 
tained ofthe King, with the Nucene her mother, they got leaue 
to walk into the ſtelds, not farre diſtant from the Court,accom:- 
panie d with diuers Noble men, and Gentlemen, as you may 
read moze at large in the Hiſtozie of Palmerin D oliva, which 
ſaith. That ſpozting themſelues there on the top of a hill, on a 
ſudden ( altogether vnloked ko) there came a Otant named 
Frenaque, well attended on with twenty fighting men: who 
perfozce take the Queene and her Daughter Agriola from 
them, neither reſpecting the wofull moane of the Ladyes, no 
gentle intreaty of the knights, who had no defence to reſcue 
them, noz company enough to refift them: ut at that time 
were moze ready to bie a diffaffe with Hercules, then a Speare 
with Han ball. and tather required to handle a Lutein Venus 
Chamber, then lift a Launce in Mars his Campe ond to; a ſal⸗ 
diers munition, viing ſweete parle with their Miſtreſſe, and 
their Ladies laps, foz the hard lodging in the ft ld. 0 be. 
ing thus altorether vnpꝛovided, loſt the ſum of their ple sture, 
andhonoar of their Knighthod. Palmerin and Tryncu« {who had 
bene ieh the King in walking )arriuing there, and hearing ol 
bis loſte, ncoureged them as well as they might. ottr ing them 
ſely:s to dye, ere they would put vp this inſurte. So willing 
them all to pꝛouide them pzefently, foz that a raſh encounter, 
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ter the Giant andovertaking him.hehaved thennelves ſo twop 
thily, that he was Cain by the hands ofthe EmperozPaimcria. 
Then the yong P2ince Trineus,as well that his Lady Agrio- 
la micht perteiue his hardne ſle, as alſo the Queen her mother 


might giue his derds com nendatton, fo valiantly menated his 


courage, that by the helpe of other nights, all the Giants 
traine were vanqniſhcd,ſothat the Queen and her Daughters 
had ſuffered no ſpot of diſhonour by their cruelty, which great⸗ 
ly they tad in feare ol. 

This Giant had a Siſter named Eurropa, ſo cunning in 
Pagicke,that neither Zoriaſte , no2 all the other Magitians, 
were in this de vilich Art comparable to her, by helpe where: 
of, ſhe had knowledge ol the death of her Bꝛother, wich en- 
tered ſo depe into her heart, that ſhe vowed her revengement 
ſhould exc:xvec this cruell miſchance. And having in her Caftle 
with yer a Rephzw ot hers, and the Sonne of this Giant Fre- 
naque, named D amuſiaud by whom the meant to ſeke her 
ſharpe revenge: ſhe tone him in yer armes, and entred into 
theſe rucfullcomplaints. Ahſwete Nephew, albeit thou art 
latherleſſe, vet art thou not trienviefſe,q though in thy tender 
tine, Foztune hath framed thy michap, yet reſpec a further 
time, wych my Art ſhall begin and tyymanhod finiſh. And he 
that hath thus cruelly murthered thy Father bots he himſelle 
his lynage frieades ans familars, will I perſecute with ex- 
treame ryzoz. After theſe and ſuchline ſpecyes vitered, ſhe 
p30viv-d to foztifie and make ſtrong her Caſtle , leaſt the 
King ol E agla id ſhould ſeek both the ruias of it, and deftructi- 
on ok the Giants kind zed, when once it came to his care the 
CTreaſon the etended againſt im, wheretoʒę. ſbe armed her 
felfe with all thoſe ol her kindzed, kno wing that to reſiſt the 
power oc aB ing, aaued no ſmall deience. And fo2 a turther re« 
me p leaſt wozſe ſnould happen, ſhe enchanted the Foreſt 
round about. ſo that none coyld ent r yer Fo2trefſe without her 
leaue,vntillfuch time as the yoag Drant Ur · muſiand were a- 
Ne to beare Armoz, and rec iua the 02der of uniahtynd In 
pꝛoceſſe of tine, the poung Biau grew-able to beare Armoz, 
and then his heart began to third o. cewage of ls Fathers 
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death, de which to accompliſh, ye was very defrons in Tri. 
vell to adventure his ſtrength, accozding as his heart deũ red. 
But Eutrepia perceiving thecourage of his mund, to exceed 
theiftrengthothis perſon,defired him to ſtay his Journey, and 
the would y&lde into his hands ſuch a one on whom he might 
ſakficiently revenge the death ol his Father. Thus, and with 
theſe perſwaſions,ſhe changed the mindof Dramuſſand, untill _ 
the hard foztune of the Pzmee Don Edoard bzotght him ta 
her Caftle, where he entred without any danger; toz that his 
god Þwozd, kept the fozce of all Cnchantments from him, - 
but having lot it by her de villiſh deceite,remained as I haue 
exp2eſſed in vnſpeakeably. 

Leaving this matter, it ſhall not be amiſſe, toſpeake ſome- 
what ofthe tate and condition of Dramuſiand, who albe it he 
were a Giant, which commonly are of rough and impattent 
nature: yet was he indued both with civility of life,andhone- 
fy in behaviour , exempting crueli y, and ſurpalling all of his 
ffocke and parenfage in courtefte, 

Fo? after he had along ſpace kept Don Edoard in Pꝛiſon,

The courteous Pzince,gave hum his hand and Oath, that 
he would not paſſe one fote further, then his I icente would 
pernut : pot not withifanding fo2 all that, he gane charge vnto 
diders toreſpoc his walking abzoad, in that he relpeſted his

* 1) griefe al minde, then agony ol her whole: 
perten, reuthinedinths Foreſt, expeting: 
I that which came not, as well to abandon 
divers chollericke humours, that. over- 
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twraue-theſe cogitations ſhe ſpent this whole dap, ylding her 
complaints like wiſe to the vacomfoztable night appꝛoc hing: 
which indeed ſ@med to her moze obſcure, moe grievouſty,and 
moze di ſꝑairable, then any night paſſed to her remembꝛance. So 
that von this hard motion, ſhe feil into a reſolute opinion, ne: 
ver to heare good tidings of her Lozd Don Edoard, toʒ that the 
nights who had ſpent their labour in his ſearch, were returned 

The Lozds and Ladies perteiuing theſe pallton g to he moe 
extreame vpon her, then any heretofoze, beganne to caſt with

A god while he continued theſe caretull co nplaints, and lon- 
ger would haue done, had not the pꝛeſence ofa Damoſell ean- 
led him to ſoꝛget them, who was mounted ona Hack Palfrep, 
and attireo likewiſe in black garments, who comming ſtill to⸗ 
ward tir Pr ĩdos. made him ſomwhat amazed: yet toke courage 
againe in hope to be ecrtified by her pf ſome glad tidings, as 
concerning the ſfraped Pzince Don'Edoard.

Am ol this Ar gonida, Don EAoard had a ſonne, nancy 
Pumpiy s (as it is at large rehearſed in the Bone of Prima- 
leo) which J will tet pe le. and returne to Sir Pridos, Tho 
hauing well noted the tale of Argonida, returneth to the place 
where he left the Painces, and declaring vato her all that had 


happened, na became mozeſozrow!ull then befoze,tog that the

Now had Foꝛtune determined the ſecond miſhappe of the 
Pyincefſe : foz that ſhee vꝛged the auadge man, to goe take 
the two Inkants, who were [weetely ſleeping on the Pothers 
lap, and giue them foz fod vnto his Lyons,that all that day had 
recctued noſuſtenance. Foꝛth from among the Tres hee 
comes, to the no little aſtoniſh:'nent of the ʒinceſſe( whole ſoʒ⸗ 
rowfullminde, was ſabiec to any moytie of feare ) and the great 
diſmaying of her Courtlyattendants : who at this pꝛeſente of 
fo grim a five.betak themſelues to flight. not one recetulngthe 
courage cf hart to abide by the Pzincefſe,but the Lady Accaide, 
who never ſhzunke one fote from her, but would aduen⸗ 
bin an - 
ee Yor den Komacke, When the Pet law bor 
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telle ſabject to fo hard a miſchante, that the old Duke of Gaules, 
and all the other being vaarmed , were glad to flie, which in⸗ 
d#de was their beſt helpe: her wiſhed foz Sir Pridos, but hee 
was departed to London, to fetch a Charriot to bzing her to the 
Court, which vaged her thus to content her ſelfe Let it ſuffice 
ther poze Flerida, that thou art the onely ſhe, bozne vnto all 
miltoꝛtune. Then appꝛoched to her the Sauadge man, and take 

trom her the two young Pꝛinces, neither vſing any woꝛds, oz 
offering any harme to her. but departed pzeſently to bis Caue, 
leauing the Pꝛinceſſe overcome with a traunte, whereout, the 
Lady Attaida by her diligent meanes recouered her.

of ſome e vill ne wes appzoching : in that he judged a ſhow of 
moze ladneſle to be in him at that inſtant, then befoze time he 
could perceiue in him the like, Whereof to be reſolved he p2c- 

.Cently ſent foz @yz Prydos, to know ths cauſe of his lo ſudden 
arriaall: whoſe ariefe could not conceale the lofſe of Don Edoard 
but in teares haid open a diſcourſe, which grieued the aged King 
to heare it, and galledhts heart to recount it, The King at theſe 
vnlaked lo ne wes fell into luch extreame paſtionꝭ; * vith

canbzoke a ioitie of his dilpleaſure, *.

But as no Graffe will 
hang on the heeles of Mercury, noz Poſſe abide on the ſtone 
Sinphus ; ſs no certaintie can be loke d foz at the hands of Foz- 
tune, whoſe fickleneſte is lerne in change, and whoſe frowary- 
neſle in chance. To long haue 4 truſted her, and to late hath 
ſh es deceiued ne: the one my follp, the other yer kaſhion. Vet 
doubt J not, but it᷑ thou en oy thy lte, the ſubſtance of thy va⸗ 
toar (hall exceed the harp2aele of hr vengeance,” which will 
be no leſſe welco ne to the, then long wiſhed of me. But alas, 
well may J hide mp criefe, but never heartily fozget it: well 


nia J a while bzoke it, bat ſoz no long time beare it: for that 


the want of my comfozt, will cub off mp dayes, and the donbfs 
Aconceine bzing mee in greater diſtreſſe, where it thou were 
p2eſent,my minde would he ſafiſfied,andin ſpight' of Foztune, 
award all miſchances.

How Entro = gaue Dramuſiand to vnderſtand, ot the arrival 
of a Knight at his Caſtle, whoſe valiant behaviour, ſhould 
put him in fome cauſe of feare : which words made him 
preſently to fortiſie his Caſtle, to avoid any perill that 
might annoy him, And how Primalcow (who was the 
Knight E*trop ſpake of) came to this Caſtle : where he 
Iuſted,agaiaft bis deere friend Don Edoard,in which fight 
they had knowledge of each other. And how in hope to 
purchaſe his delivery, he overcame P andare and Alligar; 
two monſtrous Giants, entring into Combare likewiſe 
with Dramufiand, who overcame Primaleos, and tooke 
him priſoner iato his Caſtle. 


Ramuſiand, till detaining the Pzince Don E- 
4 Joard captiue , was ſuddatn!y advertizedby 
his Aunt Eutropa, that their ſhouldarnve a 
'F M night at his Caſtle, whoſe pꝛoweſſe would 
oe neere to attaint his — kg as alſo infozce 
— dis lite to ſtand in ſome hazard. He giuing cre- 
dite vnto her perl waſion, and ſome what care lull to avaide the , 
imminent pcriil foztified his Caſtle with ſuch ſure dalente as 
he thought ſufficient to award the enemy, aud maint ine the 
intent he had vowed to pzoſccute, Foz ſears ſome time ma⸗ 
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- kethamanto be wiſe : that elle in a deſperate made, wouls 
ſet the wozld on wheeles. 

Do Dramufiand albett famous in his dds, yet fearefull to 
2 furpꝛized by any danger: vſeth the induſtry ol his Aunt Eu- 
opa with the helpe of his friends, whoſe courage he knew e- 
— their wife fo2e-fight,to be re venged on all nights, loz 
the deathof his Father Frenaque. Which the better to actom· 
pliſh, he entertained into his Caffle , two hardfe and fearfult 
Giants, the one named Pandarc, the other Alligan :whoſe ta: 
ture were no leſte in ouglinefle, then theirftrengthcraellfnre- 
fiffance : and betauſe he would haue euerie thing in due pzepa« 
ration, hee determined ( when neede ſhauld ber) howh2 would 
haus his Caſtie defended, as thus. The noble inte Don 
Edoard, againft allKknights that came, ſhould haue the firſt ho. 
nourof the fight, next to him the Giant ®andare, ſhould giue a 
freſh afſault ; which twaine, if they ſhould faple by miſſoztune 
{as his Ants wo2dg made him doubt of ſome miſchance) ſtout 
Alligan of the Obicure Cauc,ſhould giue them their la wel: 
come: whoſe countenance was f2arefull to all that ſaw him, and 
whole might was cruell. to all that ſhould hap to fele him. 

Foztune bending her bzowes on the couragious primaleon, 
whom we had earneſtly aduanced to honour, and now. detent: 
ned to vnhappine le: directeth bis courſe to this dutriendly 
Caſtle , where he ſhould end his trauailes, with his owne 
thꝛaldome. 

Foz after he lett the ſolitary Pandritia, in the Realme of La- 
cedt monia, he travelled thozrow3urgondic, where 
among other knights, to come in — lace of Triunph , 
ſelfe bauely mounted all in green 2, Which conlour — 
what ad waged his extrea ne ꝙelancholie s, and in his Sh#ld 
— of Azure, a dea bzauely painted, he bars foz his 

At this Triumph he bare away the honoar of the day, 

franailing on in his journey : hee arriued in this _— 
the Caltie O amuſiand. And being con? niere the Caſtle, 
— Pzince Don Edoard came fozth voon the bzidge, 


» his Armour all blacke, whereon 
was 
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was ar2ſemblance of little flames of fire, tozmenting aLo» 


' uers heart, which was engrauen in the middeſt o his bzeatt. 


His Dheld was and werable in colour to his Armour: in 152) 
middeſt whereof, was curiouſty painted the Image of a ſadde 
conceited minde, ſo artificially framed , that the beholders 
might eaſily judge the heauineſle of the Knight,to be acco2ding 
to his ſad deuice, Primalcon no le ſſe abaſhed at the bzauery of 
the Caſtle, tben to ſ a Knight ſo well appointed at Armes, be⸗ 
gan in this oꝛder to vſe his ſpeches, Str Knight, J would be. fo 
happy oz elſe ſo hardy, to enter this Caſtle, without offering 
ron Combate,as well to ſatisſie mine owne deſire, as loth to 
offer you any rude demeane : defiring you, if my requeſt land 
not wich reaſs,to let paſſe your choller, vpõ nightly courteſte. 
Pon Edoard pertciuing the co nel behauiour of br imaleon, 
of whon he was as ignozant, as the other was krom know⸗ 
ledge of him, ſhaped hin pꝛeſently this ant were Il j knew fir 
Knight, the hard entertainment, and onkriendiy vſage, of all 
Knights what ſoeuer, that enter this Caſtle you would be loth 
to fpend ſpech in ſuch a fond requeſt, but rather vſe ſped in a 
ſafe retire:fozas in other place s you may increaſe pour Fame 
ſo in this place you might ſtay to ſozrow (03 pour folly. At theſe 
perſwaſtons cannot with hold you. intent, but that raſhiy you 
will run into a continuall troubie : know this, vou muſt firit a⸗ 
ward my puiſſaace, who reſiſteth nights that ſceke wilfullp 
their owne p. rill, But admit, that Foztune deny me the victory, 
and ſeeke pour overth2ow,vnder title of your valtarce,pet are 
there luch hazards to paſſe, as doth diſcourage me to thinke, 
and will diſhearten pou to try, 

Truſt me Sir (anſwered Primaleon)your wozds were ſuffi⸗ 
tient to make me feare, if I bare the mind of a Crauen, & not 
ofa Captaine : but hereof aſſure yourſelfe, that neither rour 
perſwafion of danger, noz the doubt it (cite that is to tome, 
can cauſe me feare at a ſhow, 02 ſhall make me faint at a ſha- 
dow, F02 this eſtimation J alwayes beare with me, that the 
moze hard the aaventure is, the bzaner will be the vico2y, So 
that ſir,take this foʒ a tertainty A haue ſetled my hope, which 
neither pounoz any can remoue but onely Deaty it _ 
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Thus cone'ding their ſperches, they couched their Speares, 
7:2 began a ſharpe encounter,wherin they behaued themſelues 
ſo bꝛauely, that they who ffod in the Caſtle beholding them, 
did no teſſe comnend their valourgthen the god intent each o⸗ 
ther ſhewedin hope of vicozy. At lad. ſo ftertely they met to⸗ 
gether, that they were both vnhozſed, which very much dilplea⸗ 
ſed primaleon being neuer in ali his life caſt foth of his @ad- 
dle befoye, then dzawing his S woꝛd, he thus appꝛoched to the 
P4ince Don Edoard. Sir Anight, J will try if your ſtrength in 
vſing your S woꝛd be equall with the fozce A haue felt at your 

Speare : which hauing made me impatient, being neuer befoze 
oucrthzowne doth increaſe my tourage, to know him that hath 
done that at this inſtant, which in very many attempts beloꝛe 
could not be done by any. Don E 4uard noleſſe offended at this 

miſhap, then amazed at the courage he perteiued in his aduer⸗ 

ſary, began to ſuſpect that the Knight againſt whom he ende⸗ 
voured himſelfe, was his Bꝛother and friend Primzicon, the 
cauſe that moucd him to thinke ſo, was the equall fate of their 
ſtrength, which in time paſt he had often pzoucd: of which doubt 
to refolue himſelfe,he thus began, Sir Primalcon,as it may ra- 
ther be tearmed pzcſumption, then politicke fo2e-ſight,in him 
that would ſtriue to be your match, who are aboue all in man⸗ 
hood: ſo in me might it be accounted rather a koliſh hardineſſe, 
then any friendly herd to doe that in a bꝛauerp, which ſhould ex- 
cted the limits of bounty, and to ſtriue with mp friend, whom in 
duty J ought moſt to honour. Primalcon hearing theſe friendly 
ſpee ches: pꝛeſently knew that it was his Bꝛother Don Edo- 
ard, When caſting his Swozd to the ground he imbzaced the 

Pꝛince withtheſe louing ſalutations, At my heart were able to 

tyinke,my tongue to ſpeake, oʒ my ſelte to make manite ſt by a⸗ 

ny meane not only the in ward joy to tonceiue, but the high god 

eztune I doe eſtœme of my trauailes, then ſhould my drare 
Friond and bꝛother perceſue, my health is his happine ſle, and 
Primaleon liueth ns longer, then Don Edoacd rejoyceth. Long 
haue 4 deſired this happy day and long haue J ſought this god 
luck with danger: albeit neuer ſo pꝛeſperous as to heart of pou, 
pet nowthe moſt loꝛtunate of all men, to come where J ſe you, 
Don 
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Don Edoard would haue anſ wered againe, but the Giant pen- 
dare hꝛought woꝛd from Dramu ſiand, to bzcake off their talke 
and come to him, whoſe commandement the Pzince obeying, 
entred the Taffle, bia eon offering to goe in with bin, but 
Pandare being Armed, with a great pzon Mace in his hand, and 
a very ſtrong Shield, thꝛuſt him backe with theſe wozds. 
Stay Sir Knight, J meane to (& what thou canſt doe, to deli⸗ 
uer the out of my hands, as alſo how thou canſt warrant thine 
owne life, *r1imaleon beholding the great p3:de of Pandare, with 
the diſhonour he offered him in wozds, as alſo the dildaine he 
toke to be thus controlled, gaue him this anſwer, It is moze 
difficill foz me to anl wer the, as thy wozds require, then dan⸗ 
gerous to coꝛrect the bol dneſſe of ſuch a pzoud Niuall: and J 
ſcozne to vie woꝛds with ſuch a Peaſaat, whoſe inanaers are 
ſo — — honefty, as the Bafter can neuer tome in knows 
ledge thercof : whoſe Plumes J may pull with ſuch a due re⸗ 
ward, as he ſhall thinke my warrant better then his wifcdome, 
and that I can eſcape his bzags, when bis owne bzauery, may 
hap to lye in the lurtch. Pundare be xed with the reply of Prima- 
leon, not knowing whether he were beft to anſwer him with 
wozds oz deds, at laſt ſent him ſucha blow with his yon 
Mate. that ”rimileons fhield ſhtuered all in peces,which grie- 
ved him, ſtanding in ſome need, and made his foe tryunph who 
hoped foz his death. But he eſpyinga part of the body of Pan- 
dare vnarm2d , reacheth him ſuch a blow in revenge of his 
Shield, that he began to ſtagger, hardly withholding himſelle 
fromfalling to the earth, Dramuſiand leaning with Don Edoard 
fozthof a window in the Caſtle, and perteiuing the courage of 
Primaleon in this dangerous Combate: deſired to know his 
name, and of whence he was, which Don Edoard anſwered ac- 
coxdingly as he defi red giuing him farther to vnde rſtand, that 
not onely in this, but in many other adventures he had put his 
life in hazard, onely foz his (ans, Which when Dramuſiande 
knew, he held dem leon as a partner with Don Eloard, and 
kept them both in captiuity, till foz:une ſent moze cuſtomers, 
Pandarc ſœing his blo wes beſtowed to ſmall purpoſe,and that 
Pr imaleon returned him many ſb ze wd gretings, flung * 
18 
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his Swoꝛd and Target, in a great furie, pꝛetending the de⸗ 
fructionof Primaleon, with his iron ate. And alter many ſoze 
ſtrokes, paſſed on eyther part, Prim.leon followed his deter⸗ ti 
mination ſo well, that be had ffroken off Pandares foure fin: 9 
gets, wherewith his Mate fell to p ground, which he ſtouping p 
do recouer, Primaleon had gotten ſuch god aduantage, that he fr 
had ſtrokenoffhis head, had not the ouglyGtant Alligan of the 
Obſcure Caue,bene his rcſeue, who ſtepping betweene them, m 
thus ſaluted Primaleon. Sir Knight, thou haſt a freſh labour 
to beginne, whereok withdzaw thy hands from bim that is of 
conquered,and come deale with me, who hopes to coquer ther: of 
and there withall Primaleon being not fully pꝛouided, recet- | 
ued ſucha cruell blow on the head, that it put him in ſome dan⸗ Jt 
ger. Primaleon ſcetngſuch a fearefull enemy, and what mighty fri 
blowes he fill charged him withall , bethought hun on his . 
friendDon Edozrd,whoſe holpe in this ficrce aſſault might doe — 
him no l mall pleaſure, Yet her conſidered with himſelfe. that the 
doubtleſſe hee was in ſome nede , oz ſo kept vnder, that her hb 
might not aſſiſt him, elſe he perſwaded himſelfe, he would be — 
as requiſite to helpe him, as he ready to wiſh foʒ him. Then — 
he taking vp the Sheeld of Pandare, between Aligan and him⸗ — 
ſelfe beganne a hote skirmiſh.as the place where they fought, | 14 
altered in colour with their blod, made manifeff, Vet Alligan I he 
fo all his rough be hauiour, had little bope of any god ſucceſſe, — 
becauſe the hardineſſe ol Primaleon , had both martyzed his en 
_ Shxldand Armoztn peeces, ſo that he had no defence to beare Dr 
"off the blowes, but bythe freſh and eager aſſault of the noble ner 
hearted Pꝛinte, he bꝛonght him vnto ſucha lowe eftate,that he e. 
ſuppoſcd that he had quite flatne him. Which moved him to ſit _ 
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dolone to reſt him, loꝛ that kaintne le with loſſe of his blond, 
and wearinefſc in ſo long continuing battaile, made him both 
glad and deſirous of a little caſe, 

Dramuſiand perteiuing the hard event of this Combate, and 
ſtanding in doubt that Fozteme by ſome ſiniſter meane 02 0: 
ther, would ſceke his onerthzow, and ſo depziue him of that he 

loited foz , and what his Aunt laboured oz. Armed himſelfe 
pzeſently, + came fozth to vr:melcon, aſſapling him firſt with 
the 
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theſe wozves, ir Knight,mp Friend ik you pleaſe my Foe if 
peu dare: in the one you may finde comfozt in your diſtreſle.in 
the other any incurable miſchicfe to beare you company, in ſo 
great danger. Pee thinkes it were moze honour foz pou te 
yeld, with no blemiſh te pour knighthwd, then to endure a 
freſh aſſault, which will be ts pour great hazard, Do, if pou 
e ſteeme of my courteous offer, J will ſa pour wounds curedat 
mine owne charge, and pour weake eſtate comfozted as beſer- 
meth a god night. Primalcon well noting the honeſt wozds 
of Pramuſiangd, and fearing his faire talke might beare ſauour 
ofa ſhzewd meaning. made him tis auſw:r, 

If Sir, by the paine J hue b:ſtow2d,and tharp? entounters 
J haue endured, I might purchaſe the deliuery of mo deareſt 
friend Doi Edvard, then would J not onely make eſtimation 
of your courteſie, but tonteſſe my ſclfe during life, yours euer 
bound by duty, But as I judge, you meane nothing leſſe and 
the re ward of my trauell deſtreth nothing moze,ſo my heart is 
bent vnto that haughty enterpziſe, which if intreaty will not 
ſerue, ſhall be gained perfozce,and where courtefieis not eſte⸗ 
med; compulſion may and ſhall command, The oath J haue 
made mp friend doth diſcharge my heart of feare,and the hope 
J haue of victozie, bids me rather dye, then be vanquiſhed, ſo 
ſhall J award the repꝛoach of the woꝛzld, and be trac to my 
friend, whoſe ſafety J tender as my obne ſoule. 

Dramuſiand at this pauſe,toke occaſion to reply in this man⸗ 
ner: Sir knight, foz two cauſes J account it honour, to vſe 
the courtcoufly, The firſt is, that J greatly pitty the harme 
which may enſue to an vnaduiſed head, which doth that in a 
bzauery foz a faſhion, he is glad with hitter teares, to bemoane 
in folly, The ſecond cauſe is, that to conquer th, would rather 
dilcredit me, then anyhonour were to begotten by the victo2y, 
conſidering thy vnfoztunate and miſcrable cftate, with the 
Knightly puiſſance J ſhall beſtow on thx. Neuerthelefſe, to 
charm? the pgoud ſpeeches thou haſt vſed,s cozrect the raſh bes 
haujour of thy vaſtayed wit, thou halt know how J can tame 
the malepert,and bzidle thofe tbat cannot rule their owne man 
had, Upon theſe wozds he layd flercely at Primalean (whoſe 
debilitp 
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debilify rather requfred quictnefſe, then uch extreame ffokes 
as he muff neds ſuffer :) neuerthelefſe, he employed himſelle 
to ſuch nimble defence, as his weary frauatle would permit 
him: which moued a great compaſCion in the minde of Dra- 
muſiand, toſ& the weaknefe of the body, not agr with the 
invinctble courage of the heart , and would not ſoz any thing | 
haue flaine him, as very caſily he might haue done, but that he 
once moꝛe would vſe periwaſion, which he diſcharged alter this 
ozder. Dir Enight, thoumayſt ſe I refuſe the fight, nwze fog [ 
the gricfc ſuſtaine in thy hurt then any leare J haue of the t 
to doe me herme: in token whereof I let thee at uberty as one N

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moze willing to doe ther god, then any deſire J haue to bereaue 
the of lite. But if thou once moze refuſe my courtefie, and 
deſperately ſceke thine owne deſtruction, J pꝛomiſe thee, that b 
neither mercy map al wage mp rigour, no: any meane beſide, 
{all withhold me from revenge : foz that he which4s carelefſe 

of his owe life, it were great pitie but he ſt;ould loſe it. 
Primalcon Laſting his epes vpon his Armour, which he per⸗ 
telued all bzoken and battered in pietes, as aifo bathed in the 
blood which iNued from his wounde, then calling in remem- 
baance his Lady Gridoma, whoſe heart might hardly bzoke,to 
heare any miſchance of her beſt beloned, walked a little by him- 
elfe, vang theſe filent cogitations, Madame, behold the laſt 
dapofour heabie departure, and my laſt fare well ſent vou in 
teares with a bleeding heart, ſubject to mine enemp whom J 
ſtriue jo ton que r, and pet rather deſire the death, then loſe the 
honour of my name. A know our next aſſault is the laſt Tra⸗ 
gedy of time, which J muſt not refuſe,if I loue my friend, and 
yet ſhould fozſake, rememhzing pour loſte. Well, hard is the 
hap, when toztune hath determined all to ertremity, which if I 
ſhould ſceke to ſwunne would juſtly repay me with deſerued 
ſane.) famous Cmpe ro, and my rene wned Father, whoſe 
thou hts are as faire from mp heaup tale, as mp troubled heart 
is void of auy comfozt : pet let this juſt perſwaſion cut off the 
ericfe you map ſuſtaine. that J liued toz my friend, whoſe free- 
dome was my felicity, and now dps toz my triend, whoſe.thzal- 
dame is my miſery, which I deſire to finiſþ,ere J will ſþzinke

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one jot in the honour of Knighthod, Albeit the loſe of tp blod 
ouerchargeth me with laintne te, and my long contimance in 
fight, oppzelſeth me with wearineſle, yet ſhall it neuer be re 
pozted, Primaleon turned backe, fozgetting bounty oz lett the 
ſteld fo2 one, hauing already conguered twaine : foz the joy'Y 
conte iue in finding my chieleſt friend, biddeth me dye ere J 
leaue him, fo (hall he try it F lone him. And thinke not deare 
Father, noʒ myTwet Gridounia, that J foznet the duty, which 
law of Nature willeth me to beare you, 0; that J deſperatly 
run on mine own death to increaſe your ſozrow and continuall 
moanes, But thinke as J haue ventured vpon the honour of 
your loue, ſo the eſtimation ot m friend at this tune commands 
ms to hazard my life, Wherein, J \weru? not from you in o. 
bedience, noꝛ from my friend in amity, 

This pauſe had ſo heartned the noble Primaicon,that he razr 
touragioully bpon Dramuſiand with theſe wozds. Detend thy 
lelfe; foz either will A winne what J haue pꝛomilad, oz leaue 
m iffe as a gage in thy pzeſence, Whereupon they kell ver» 
fiercely to Tombatc agatne, which made Deamuſiand to muſe 
to ſe the noble courage of Primaleon, and the weake defence 
be had (oz himſelfe, who at laſt though e xtreame faintneſſe fell 
to the ground, as though her had bene quite bereaued of life : 
which cauſed Dramuſiand to beare him into the Chamber of 
Don Edoard, commanding his Chirurgions and Phyſitians,ts 
ve great care and diiigence in fauing his Life if it might be 
poſſible, becanſe he was greatly affected, to ſaue the life of ſuch 
couragious Knights, Don Edoard was very penſiue fo2 the 
great danger of Primalcon, of whoſe health he was no leſſe 
carefull then he had bene venturous to purchaſe his deliuerp. 
And when he was ſom what recovered, they had knowledge by - 
Eutropa, what great friendſhip and god will they ſhould bothy 
of them in time to come, ſuſtaine at the hands of her nephew 
Dramufiand, which ſhould make a double amends foz all miſ-* 
chances that had happened. 

Thus leaue we Dramuſiand, vſing all meanes he might. loʒ 
the health of Primaleon, as allo the recouery of Pandare and 
Alligaq ; whom at laſt her had bzaught to nn 
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body, to his joy, and great comfozt of the two faithfuſl Þzin+ 
ces, who lined, loued, and rejoyced in each others friendly 
company.

How the Emperour of Conſtantinople made the noble young 
Prince Palmeris Knight : with divers other young Prin- 
ces and Lords that were in his Court , whom he honou- 
rably made Knight at Armes. 


Almerin remaining long time in the fa- 
mous Court of the Emperour his Grand⸗ 
father,beloued of every one loꝛ his pꝛince⸗ 
ly behauiour, and eſtœmed with the beſt 

though his gentle nature: grew unte 

ſuch rypeneſſe of age, that he greatly def - 
weed the oder of Knighthood, but the feare 
to loſe the ſeruice df his Lady and Hiftrefſe Polinarda, ( to 
whom hee had not onely vowed the duty of his heart, but the 
whole courſe of his life, in knightlp adventures) withdzew 
his minde from fo bold2 an enterpziſe. And her likewiſe, 
was joyned with him in cquall affection : but that modeſtie 
cauſed her to coucr it, and Paidenly demeanour,didmone her 
to conceale, loꝛ that ſhe would not raſhiy runne into the ſuſpt- 
tion of thoſe, who frametheir whole endevour to the repzoach 
of Ladies, neither regarding their honour, no; their owne ho. 
neſtie. 

The Empzrour remained ſomewhat penſine loꝛ his two 
Eonnes,ſ&ing neuer a night returned, that departed in their 
ſearch, which cauſed him to remember the Lady ot the Lake, 
and to comfogt himle lle ſome what in her tyding s, as concer- 
ning the pong Pꝛinte Palme rio, by whoſe meanes he had god 
hope to vnde rſtand their eſtate, albeit affection would hardly 
permit h m. that he ſhould trauaile. 

Mherckoze bz being willing to content his ſubjeas, — 
o 
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cod in doubt ok their gouernment, after the Emporours de⸗ 
teaſe, hee cauſed a Tryumphto be pꝛoclaimed, wherein he 
would trie, if the towardly begtuning of Palmerin, would en. 
courage his minde to expect any god ſucceſſe. Upon this deter⸗ 
mination, hee willed all the poung Knichts who ſhould be De⸗ 
kendants againft the other Knights or his Court, to bee readie 
p2epared againft the Eater holy dates, ſo that the rumozs ol this 
famous Trpumph, cauſcd many Scaffolds and Galleries (by 
the Emperours tonſent) to be built round about the Tylt · yard 
which reioyced the Citizens, that they; long time of ſozrow, 
ſhould now obtaine a generall conſent of eſtabliſhed pleaſurs. 
The knights marched in very gallant oder, betoꝛe the Empe⸗ 
rour to his Chappell, where after diuine Seruice was accom: 
pliſhed he returned to his Pallace, to make the voung Pzincs 
Palinerin knight, Where firſt the ©mperour embzacedthe no⸗

with O.iifta!de,and Dramian, his two bzethzen Eltrellant, for 
to King Friſoll of Hungaria, Don Roincll,Bellizarr, the ſonne 
of Belcar, Bazilli:nd, ſon to King Ter naes, Luyman of Burgon- 
dy, the ſonne of Duke Tryole, Francian, who was ſo expert in 
uſick, ſon to Polendos, Bing of I heflaly, and the faire Fran- 
celina, Polinarda, fon tothe @mperoz Tryneus, and hꝛother to 
the Pzince Ver nar, Adridan, the ſonne ot᷑ Majortes, Germaine, 
ſorme to the Duke of Ocleance, Attenebrant, ſon to the Duke 
Tirendvs, Attremoran fonne to the Dune Leceſin, Friſol!,fon. 
to the Duke Drapos of Normandic,# Nephew taking Fritol: 
beſide many other, who were bꝛought vp in the Emperours

The 
dinner ended and the Tables withd za wne, the Cmperoz with 
the EmpzeT:,the Pzinceſſe Gr:don12, and the faire holy ar- 
da,watked to the place where they ſhould behold p Triamphs, 
And the knights hauing eueryone appointed himſelfe, as the 
exerciſe required,came gyding very bꝛauelp into the ZTilt-yard, 
of whom almerio was choſen chiefe Defendant, which ſome⸗ 
what did ſtomack the ſonnes of ”cimaleon, till perceining the 
whole day was oꝛdained in his honour, which moued them to 
quietneſſe ſubmitting them elues vnder his putſlance, to ſhew

buy your boamty,+ conquer all miſchances, Where with he cou: 
ched his Speare againſt Libuſan of Greece, enduring a bzane 
Combate, till at laſt he taught Libuſan to ſit his Bozſe fafter. 
Palmerin nothing diſmayed, but joying that he had conquered 
one of the chiefet Knights ol Greece, which greatly pleaſed the 
Empero2,and his Lady Polinarda : as alſo the whole company 
of nights, whoſe eyes were partners of this gallant Tx- 
plott, The Pʒince Florendos encountred with Follanc, and his 
bzother Platir, with Attenebant, the Blacke Knight, whoſe bas 
lour the one againſt the other, was no leſſe cherefull to the be⸗ 
holders, then delightfull to themſelues, Graci an end Tragan- 
dor,bzake their Speares with ſuch violence, that Hozſe 6 man 
were ſent to the ground, Berolde, Oniſtalde and Dramian,ran 
againſt Truſiand, Clariball of Hungaria, and Emerold, the 
Fayre : but Fozttime was ſo adverſe to the tha firſt, that they 
were all diſmounted,and the Ste&de of Oniſtald, had one of his 
foze legs bzoken, Next them, Don Roſuell, Eſtrellant, and 
Bellizart,receined the County, Valerian, Arch illagus, and his 
bother Guendolin: whoſe ſtrength was far tw weake in reft« 
tance,« therefoze bare diſhonour fozth of the field. Francian, 
Dridan, Tremotan, Germaine ol Or leance, and Luyman ol Bur- 
gondie met joyntly with Criſpian of Macedon, For volant, and 
the ſtrong Flavian : pet all vnhozſed, except Tremoran, who 
kept his Saddle valiant iy. 

Thus was the firft Encounter, very gallantly diſcharged to 
the no ſmall pleafure of the Emperoꝛ, t his Robility,as alſo the 
Regarvants, who gaue great commendation to the hautineſſe 
of this firſt Explopt. Libuian of Greece, ſome what offended at 
dis vnfoztumate fall, was remounted by his fellowes, t entred 
the field, to revenge him on his enemy, but Berold of paine, 
reteiuing him at the point of his Launce, charmed his bold at- 
temp?, with ſuch inightlp behauſour, that he was eſtemed 
fo2 one of th: chiefe Knights in the Tryunph, as the reſt of 
his dds h:reafter,will ſhew ye delerued no leſſe pꝛaiſe. Th?

Bel ixart, Layman of Bui gondie, Baziilart, Francian, and the 

Paince Florendos, all falling to wzaftling , where they ve⸗ 

haued themſelues, both with pol icie, and diverſity of ſubtill 
fleights,that the Emperoꝛ « all the Ladies,tok great pleaſure 
to behold them: ſuppoſing that the repozt ot the famous £ ri: 
umph, would call home ſome of thoſe Knights, who were in 
the ſearch of the two ſtraped P2zinces, So that in bziete, the 
honour ok mii „ and the other noble young knights, was 
commended of every one:eſpecially of the faire Pol:aarda, who 
gaue her ſeruant valmcri: no ſmall commendations. The 
Empzecſſe and Gridoni ſomewhat ſad foz Primal on: pet res 
jopced to ſ& the towardly behamour of young almerin, with 
all the Knights of his traine, who had almoſt fozced all the o⸗ 
ther out of the Liſtes. But on the ſaddaine , entred among 
them two Knights bzauely mounted, and attyzed all in greene 
Armoz who running againſt twoof the yougg inights,bzake 
their Speares very valiantly, Zhen laying hands to their 
S wo2ds, they dealt ſuch nightly bio wes amongſt them that 
euery one was dzfuen into great admiration.” ba meriu pertei⸗ 
uing the hardineſle of theſe two Unighte, doubting leaſt his 
traine ſhould bie endangered by them, bowed himſelke to his 
Ladp?olinarda,and rode foz ward vſing theſe ſpyches to him⸗ 
ſelfe. It is not [wete Lady, time that 5 Could diſinay mp 
ſelte, hauing your perſon defoze mes, whoſe ſight is ſufficient to 
tonquere any pꝛoud enemy: But it is that time, wherein your 
name ſhall be cternally honozed, and pour Unight eſteemed 
wozthy ſo god a ꝙiſtreſſe.

The Emperoz perceuring the rough afſanlf,between Palme- 
rin and the Knight of the Savage man, was ſo ouercome with 
noubts, that he ſcant knew toſay, foz that he eftemed 
this Combate,the beff that euer he ſaw in all his life time, not 
comparing the fight which hiurſelfe hav, with the Giant Pra- 
maque,noz his encountring withFrenaque in Eagland,neithee 
the Combate betwene him and F riſoll in France, lo the con- 
tention about the Pictareof Empꝛeſte Polinarda, much lefe 
efteming the hardy adventure, betwene Primaleon, and the 
P2ince Don Rdoard, giuing the only pꝛaiſe of all and aboue all, 
to the invincible courage oftheſe fwaine, The Cmperoz pers 
ttiuing it dzew towards night, and feared the | 
that might come to either of them,ſent commandementtoleaue 
ot, and fight no moze,but they deli tous ſtill of vicozy, would 
hardly agre till the Trumpet ſounded the Netrapt, that overg 
Knight muſt haſten vnto his Captaine, Then the two grene 
Knights(bocauſe they would not be knowne departed ſecretly

-maleon,J will declare in what oꝛder he paſſed his whole lite. 
This Aliart, reputed of nolefſe fame then learning, was not 
infertour to any, but bare the eſtimation abone all, ſo that none 
vurſt offer him injury, albeit he deſerued it, noz none would 
contend with him, they ſtod in ſach awe. Ve ſceing himſelle 
honoured ofthe mighty, when they durſt doe no other, and lo: 
ued ol the moſt part foz his excellent cunning, began to exer⸗ 
ciſe bimſelfe in Partiall exployts, which ſhe wed him to be the 
Sonne of the renowned Don Edoard. And hauing receiued 
bis Enighthod at the hands of the Giant Gotarie, he beha- 
ned himſelfe as famous in his exploites, as he was eſtetmed 
fingular in his pzactiſed Art. And then he vnderftod his 
Fathers impziſonment, with the noble primaleon, in tit Ca- 
ele of Dramuſiand, who by the'sRtllot his Aunt Eutrepay en- 
Ivenoured to haue all the flower of Chinalrie in line captiuſtte, 
But albeit theimpziſonment of theſe Pzinces,wagvnknowne 
to all the Unights , that laboured continually in their ſearch ; 
pet this Aliart was ſo well acquainted withthematter;as they 
that kept it molt ſecret, toꝛ that his Art gaue him the power 
to know, what was done in all Countries in the wozld. ez 
when the Grecian Knights, whole affegtion to theſe two Pzin- 
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ces,cauſed them to leaue their natiue Coumtrey, and were hay⸗ 
pened into the vafoztunate Fozreſt of great B ittaine, which 
was bzaucly repleniſhed with many couragious hearts, as alſo 
ſundzie galant Ladies, pz*paring many hard adacntures, 
there were very feweſcaped, but foz the moſt part, were all 
loſt in this vnfeatunate ſearch. Among which noble mindes, 
was Kecinde Pyince of »paine, Arnedes King of France, Ma- 
Jortes, and Sir v: i405, whole abſefice was grcatiy bemoned in 
the Engliſh Court The Pzinces Belcai,s Vernar,Dicrec,and 
the Soldan, Bellag' is, with the renowned olendo All the ſe 
fo2 the honourable affection they bare to the ſtrayed Pzinces, 
left their Kingdomes and Signozies, and vngap ily were ta⸗ 
ken p2iſoners in this cruell enchanted Cale, which was great 
griefe to their friends and ine ſtimable ſozrow to their well peo⸗ 
pled Dominions, When Aliar: had confidcred all theſe vnfozz 
tunate accidents, ente rpꝛiſe d ſo honozably,and falling out ſo vn. 
happily , he determined to hazard humſelle in the learch of his 

Father, and fo fry his ſtrengti agatnit the Giant D amuſiand, 
whoſe fozce he little oz nothing effemed, but bare a great de⸗ 

fire to his adventure, which could no way be finite d, but by 
his meanes onelpy. 

In this mind he departed to the Valley of Perdition, which 
was named ſo, becauſe all the noble Rnights were there loſt: 
and there he determined to make his habitation, to follow his 
udp, and v2ovide remedics againſt diuers miſchances that 
were like to happen. And becauſe his nature deſt ted to be ſoli⸗ 
tary, in that his bʒinging vp was fazth of all company he bull 
ded him a little Foztr lle between two great high Mountaines 
which kept the light ol the Summe away by dap, and the Mae 
in the night ſeaſon. This dwelling he called the Ovicure Vally, 
but others tear ned it, the Valley aboue the Clouds: the en⸗ 
france whereof could ot be found by anp, as Al:art cauſed the 
Giant T bollan to know to his coſt, with his S on alſo, who 
was L oꝛd ofa faire Caſtle in a alley nere adjoyning, which 
Alior had newlpereced and garniſhed with n, with many faire 
kes, where ſpending his time very long in ſtudy at laſt, ha 


got the meane to bo xalleds ge. Thus liued the Sage Altare 
| in. 
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in this Obſcure Valley, often vſing to the Caftle of Dramu- 
ſand, bemoning þ misfoztumes of the knights, which he could 
no way haue remedy, till the appointed time, The often repay- 
ring ol p Sage Aliart, cauſeth both Eur: pa to doubt ſomething, 
and Dramuſiand to ſtand in great feare: pet could they no wap 
hinder him, when it was his pleaſare, to viſite p; captiue Pzin- 
ces, And as he ſate one day pery penſi ue in his ſtudy, he vnder⸗ 
ſtod by his Art of theTrpumphs at Conſtantinople, when the 
Emperoꝛ would trie the pong Knights, that he had nouriſhed 
in his Court Againſt which time he framed a Sherld, which 
he ſent by a Dameſell top la rin of England, to beare it with 
him in all aduentures that he ſhould vndertake: but by the way 
ft was taken from her by the knight of the Sauage man(whom 
bereaftcr J will diſcloſe vnts you,) pet re ſtoʒed againe by the 
genfleneſſe of language, that the Pzince Palmerin vſed with 
him, Thus remapned the Sage Aliact, expecting the time, lo 
the delivery of the Pzinces, who concealed their griefes, and 


kpent their time in ſilent opinions, as boththeir miſery would 
ſaffer them and th ir little reſt inferre occaſion, Yet never fat- 
ling one jote in amity, though they had a wozld of woes, to 
tonſtraine them to if,

ted 4nighthod, which neither time can weare cat of memozy, 
noz death it ſelfe by an / mean:s diſſolue. 

Moc te ding thus in their aduenturous trauaile, Eutropa had 
gotten them within her circuit, that ſhe was as ſure of them, 
as had they bern in her pziſon,but vet let them alone awhile, to 
try the gardnelle ofthetr Foꝛtune. They hauing ſpent the day 
in travaile,and the dark nicht ouercharging them, with her vn⸗ 
tomkłozʒtable houres, thep determined to take their reſt at the 
fote of a Tri, toʒ that they were farre from anp other pꝛodiſt⸗ 
on.

Vernar imb2acing þ noble Polendos,veclared the great joy he 
conceiued fo2 his copany, yet ſomwhat diſpleaſ-d Þ any ſhould 
be pꝛiuy to his amozous complaints, which might cauſe him 
to be judged rather effeminate,tben any way famous. While 
they were carneſt in talking, Belcat tame walking vnto them, 
Who re orcing at ths ſightof Bing Polendos, embꝛaced him, 
vling theſe pleaſant ſperches. I care not greatip, if F take re⸗

So entring into the Cattle, ihe Pzince Vernar thʒuſt in af- 
elcar æ ¶ tet him, to whont Don Edoard pʒeſentiy faid. Sir Vernar, out 
will hath lead you beyond your wit, fo that in this place pou 
thallabide moze diftrefle, then in all your life time pou cannot 
fallinto like danger. but he that is deſperate of himſelfe, would 
litfle efteeme his friends life. Vernar hearing theſe woꝛds, and

Sword, nowne vnto Dramuſiand, he was not alittle glad ot him fo; 
d ftayedſ his Father Trineus, was alſo the cauſe of the death of his 
that dal Father Frenaque.

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bzoken his W woꝛd to his hand, and his Sheeld cleane thozow 
the middle, whereat Pandare being ſame what angry, caught 
him in his armes and ſhaking him very ſoze,thzew him againſt 
the ground, that it was doubtful if he had any life left in him: 
wherefoze he was pzeſently carried info Don Edoards Cham. 
ber, where pzoutſion was made, to relieue his weake eſtate. 
Then was the gate held open, till Belcar and Polendos wers 
entred, when it was pzeſently ſhut againe, and then came Pan- 
dare againſt Belcar, who receined him very couragiouſly, but 
ret was bzought vnder, and carriedin to his friend Vernar.Po- 
lendos ſæing he muſt needs enter Combate, and that Pandare 
p2zepared himſelſe againſt him: firſt ſummoned him with the le 
wozds. ꝙe thinkes it were foz the great honour, as alſo expe- 
dient foz reſeruing thy health to yeeld thy ſelfe to me, who ra⸗ 
ther reſpe& mercy, then to enter fight with a man, fo cruelty 
mangled, Doe but behold thine owne blood, and then conſiderof 
my p2offered bounty, ſo ſhall thy life be ſaued,and my honoz re.

With that they fell 
to their fight, wherein Poleados ꝓʒeuailed ſo happfly; that Pan- 
dare was thought paſt allrecouery, Whereupon the cruell Al- 
ligan came fozth to defend him, who finding himlelfe alſo to be 


mated every wav, and fruſtrate in hope of vicozp any wap, ha 

diſpaired of himſelle: and in fine, they were both ſo faint am 
wearted, that they fell downe, neither gaining the conqueſt « 

the other. Don Edoard and Primalcon take Polendos ini:

And of the adventuce that 
happened betweene them, the B/acks Knight, and the 
Knight of the Dogge, when they were arrived at the Ca» 
ſtle of Dramaſiaxd. 


! Ecinde King of Spaine, hearing the great 
28288 parſuit of many — Knights, to enquire 
pol R 8 of the two Pzinces, Don Edeard and Pri- 
8 % malten, determined with himſelfe to fry 
the hazard of Foztune, if that his employes 
8% paines might compaſſe any god lucke, Aud 

leauing the gouerning of his E ſtate to the 
Duke Orliande, and the Ric hard, men of no lefle va · 
liancy then true Nobflitp : Departed with no body but his 
Efquire attending on him thzough many Countries, till ze 
came to ths Court of France, where he was Ropally and gra- 
ciouſly reteiued by King Arnedes, Who vuderſtanding the et 
fect of his noble determination, and beii:g himſelfe affected to 
thoſe wozthy Pzinces, committed his ia ingdome to his Queen 
Mclitia, and trauailed with Recinde in this heauy enterp2ize- 
Alter longtrauell,they arriued at the Engliſh Court, being 
lo diſguiſed that they were not knowne to any, where becauſe 
they could not ſer thePzincefſe Flcrid:,they would not ſtay,but 
departed on their journey. And hearing that all the Knights 
were loſt in the FozreſFofgreat Britaine and that they which 
catred there were not ſeene to rsturae,they made their courſe 
that way, till miſhap b2ought them to this cruelł C aſtle, where 
on a ſuddaine they met withtwo Knights well mounted, The 
one hauing his Arm ſpotted with red and crimſon colour and 


ta his Shield foz his deuice, he bare a Dogge, vpon an Azure 
Held, Zh: other Knight, was all in blacke Arawur, and his

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Sherld ofthe ſame coulour, without any other deuiſe :thefe fotpe 
mette iuſt together, ſtriuing which of them ſhould firſt enter 
vpon the 15zidge, Don Rdoard betng come fozth, and ſ&eing 
them at ſuch controuerſie, ſought to end the matter, with theſe 
wozdes. Gentlemen, tif vou come foz honour, oz fo zeale, to 
trie the magnanimitie of pour courage. ftriae not in this o2der, 
which may returne to your great diſcredites,but let him that is 
an „ fo hall you finiſh , what J judge you 
Upon theſe wozds Recinde touched his Speare , but the 
f the Dogge,offered him this ſtay, y, it ſemes you 
neither regardc{vility , noz knightly coutteũe, to offer me 
this wzong, who both came befoze you, and was pzepared be- 
foze you , and thereloze of right ought to beginne befoze pou, 
Recinde ſomewhat maned at theſe wozds, ſhaped him this re- 
ply. Sir, if in a bzauery, vou ſeeke to goe beyond mee, oz in pe« 
remptozy wozds, to beare the pʒiʒe away, pou ars farre decet» 
ned, fo: that wozds cannot out face me, noz your weapons 
feare me,foz Jas firſt pzoutded,and therefoze will not be pze- 
nented. Don Edoard perteiuing theſe queſtions, were like to 
grow to a quarrell aſſayed once moze to ſet them at quiet, and 
thus he began. This ſuddaine enemp, dziueth me to a ſhzewd 
fuſpition, that vou come moꝛe to talke, then to try pour man⸗ 
bed oz rather to jeaſt, then to Juſt, Jfſo pon are diſpoſed, let 
the other t waine come and deale with mee, in meane time, you 
may try which of poa ſhall be fi rſt, 02 laſt. 

The night ofthe Dogge being greatly vexed as well at the 
woꝛds of Don Edoard, as alſo the ftap Recinde held him in: 
tharged him very boldly in this manner. Since pou haue denied 
me mp right , and offered me wozds impozting great rygs2, 
know that J will reuenge this wzong vpon pour perfon , and 
die in the field ere J put bp this injury, Where with they ran 
together very fiercely, and Arnedes pꝛepared himſelte to the 
Blacke Knight, fo that bet wæne them began a hot skirmiſh, 
wherein Hozſe and ꝙen were all laid on the ground. Then ri⸗ 
Ans vpagaine,and dzawing fazth thetr S woꝛds. they charged 

one an other with ſuch mighty ſtroakes, that their ungular 
courage 
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courage made mantfeft the valour of their noble mindes. 
Dramuſiand accompanied with Primaleon,Polendos and the 
other Anights, cod loking fozth ol a window of the Castle: 
giuing no lee commendation to this notable Combat, then the 
behauiour of the Knights did juſtly deſe rue. Vet none of them 
could judge of whence,oz what they were, ſauing that Don E- 
doard knew the Knight of the Dogge, (by remembzance that 
he was al wayes wont to beare that deuice to be þ couragious 
Knight Majortes, not knowing any ofthe other but comended 
them all, as they were well wozthy, Majortes tho wing downs 
bis @wozv,joyned Armes with his enemy, to try his ſtrength 
in wꝛaſtling, 1 Arnedes like wiſe receiued the Blacke Knight, 
ſo that the blod iued fo2th vpon their Armoꝛ, t they all thzough 
great weakeneſe fell do wne on the earth. Then came kotz 
Dramuliand, with his noble Pziſoners ( whoſe pzomile made 
vnto him by oath, would not ſuffer them to ſtart away) ard ta⸗ 
king off their Pelmets, Primaleon knew the Blacke Knighr, 
to be the Soldan Bellagris,and certified Dramuſiand, that the 
other two were Recinde King of Spaine, and Arnedes King 
of France: who were all pꝛeſently caried into the Caſtle,that 
their wounds might be cured, and themſelues recovered. 
Dramuſiand vſed all the knights very honozably,refuſing to 
take extreame revenge foz his Fathers death, but ſuppofed 
r impꝛiſonment, to be puniſhment ſufficient. And foz this 
cauſe he ſhewed himſelfe moze milde gentle, becauſe thzough 
their helpe,he had god hope to conquere the Iſle of the Lake, 
word was kept by the Giant Almadrago , whointime pat 
had taken it from him by fozce. In time, Majortes the In 
of the Dog, the Soldan Bcllagris,the Blacke Knight, Arnedes, 
.and the King Recinde. had all obtained their fozmer health re⸗ 
-joycing that they were impziſoned with their deareſt friends, 
whom they trauailed to ſeeke,and had ſo happily found. But the 
-P2ince Don Edoard, was not obliuious of his faire Lady Fle- 
.rida, as alſo the criefe he ſuppoſed in his aged Father, whole 
fozrow pʒoeæded though his great misfozfume, which in time

-1 Fter that the voung Knights,had made mani⸗ 
feft their great expertneſſe in many Arps 
1 unphs, fo; the honour of their Ladyes, and 
_ eſtimation they held of themſelues, the Em⸗ 
* N persur grew into moze pleaſant conceits, 
tien of long time befoze he had vled the like, 
cauſing every night dances and deuiſes to be 
perfozmed, foz the del ght of the Empzeſſe. and the Pzincefle 
Gr1460'1a but the faire B 2 lia Kiilrefuſed their company, foz 
that the abſence of the Pzince Vecaar, cauſed her ſpend the 
time in penfineneCe, 

Palmerin of England, affecting ſtrange adventures, andde⸗ 
firing with other Knights , to make pzofe of his knighthov, 
would gladly diſcousr his earneſt minde but that he feared ta 
p2ocure the ill will ot his Piſtrefle. It chanced on a night, the 
Pzinceſſe Polinarda, was fitting very ſolitary, and »almerin 
came and {ate downe by her, both of them ouertome with ma⸗ 
ny grievous Paſions, and both ſtriuing to ſpeake, pet neither 
would beginne. As commonly it fareth with thoſe, that march 
Under the Enũne of amoꝛous / cnus, who are ſubject to many 
effeminate follies,as an idle head.a dulled wit, a pale and wan- 
ny tate, their thoughts ſtill filent,yet alwapes at wozke,their 
mind mute, yet neuer in quiet ſpeaking faintly, behauing the» 
ſelues fondly, walking ſolitary, and vſing ſickly jeſtures, euey 
erclayming on Cupid, but neuer remembzing thetrowne co⸗ 
wardife ; Mfll crying, fie on Loue, when it were moze mete 
bo cozrect the folly of their life.

artificialip made in wozkmanſhip.all of black Silke and Gold, 
whereon was giuen to vie w inbzane Pictures, the rare beau- 
tie of his Lady Alre-, as alfo the whole courſe of hes mourntull 
life a ſpectacle of great delighttoallthat take occaſion to ſe it. 
In the one oftheſe Tents, was pzepared furniture foz his lod: 
ging, and in the other cd his luſfie Conrſer3, with the 

Spcares and Weapons to maintaine his Tournament. and 
on the top, bet wierne both the Tentes, was placed the perfect 
Image of his faire Alcca, which he toke from the Mike her fa- 
ther, while the two Armies were waging battaile. The

By this 
time it waxed very darke, 4 becauſe they would not giue ouer, 
the Fingers? tauled Tozches to be lighted, which gaue great 
cauſe of courage to them both; toſ# the gad will ofthe E me · 

ur aud would nok depart the field till one were tongue rour. 
Amd, joyning themſelues tagether thzoughexts kaint⸗ 
nes and wearineffe they fell both to the ground. hut the knight 
of the Sphere was vndermofk, the Regardants giaing the vic 
kozie to the knight of Beach. Then leading the Knight into the 
Tent where he rendzedhis Arnwur, and his nam to the $e- 
pulchre af Lovers, thep knew him to be Berold the Pꝛince of 
Spaine, which when p Emperoz heard, he ſent foz him into his 

lllace, where he was carefully tended, vntill his health was 
perfectly re ſtoꝛed, yet he was maruailouſl poſfended with him⸗ 
celle. that his Lady paſt wit hout the honour of the day. 

The Knight of De:ch, could bꝛare no Armour a great while 
after, foz that he had found the puiTance of ÞPzince'Berolde, 
of no lefſe fozce , then wozthycommendation.

The Emperour vpon this fight was very fo2y that he could 
not gaine the knowledge of the knight noz foz whoſe ſake this 
honour was done,thercfoze he knew not to which Lady to im⸗ 
pute it, yet he fomewhat perl waded himſelfe, that in time he 
would know him, partly conjecturing, that it was the noble 
poung almerin, Which cauſed -p to uſe comfoztable ſpechcs 
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fo the Knights , that had to theit great heautnefe bene cap- 
ttues in the Scpulchre ot Lovers. 

Theht walking vato his Pallace the Empzeſie caufed the J- 
mags of Altea to be taken downe, and bzought tt into ber 
Chamber, where ſhe placed it accozding as her rare perfection 


be ſent foz backe, and ſo diſcovered what he was: fo; 
nts — 5 will, which 


to pʒeuent, ho rode till he reſolbed himſelfe, he was karre e⸗ 
nough fromrecalling. But as ye was greatly contented with 
his honourable conqueſt : fo was he deanily opp2efſed,in thin- 
king on his Lady, whoſe angry countenance , made amoze 
diepe wound into his heart, then the weapon of bis enemy 
ts enter. But Silvian, who Was Thirurgion to his 
— bed his gad petſwaſions, which was ok 
with the Pzince, then any other that might offex 
—.— #03 nature —5 to accept his iutrea⸗ 
ky, when neither courage noz cruelty in any othey, might 
wupell him, 
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How the Knight of the Savage wan, leav ing Blandiden in the 
Triftfull Palley,in the Realme of Lacedemonia,tooke ſhip- 
ping to try the adventure of great Jruaine, but chancing 
to goe on Land in Ireland, be came tothe Caſtle of the 
Giant Ca/ſwrniex, who kept three Ladies Priſoners in bis 
Caſtle. And hew the Knight of the Savage man, encoun- 
tred with Ca/farnien, and flew him. 


— er haue I thowght god fo remember the 
S1S Knight of the Savage man, who leaving 
8 Blandidon in the Triſttull Valley came 

to the Citp ot Lambcl, where he im- 
barked himſcife toward the Fozreft of 

2 S SD, 4 great Britaines, minding to viſite King 
RAS Fredcricke , und the Pzincelle Flerida, 

and then to ſ&ke the Caſtle of Dramuſiand, which waggreat- 

ly talked of fo; the loCe of the Knights, And now had Dramu- 
ſiand fet the Eſquires of the Knights at liberty, but carryed 
them f]s2th in ſuch a pollitique manner , that they could ney- 

t her returne againe to the Caſtle, noꝛ giue anyrepozt,in what 

place it ſted. 

The Knight of the Savage man had ſucha pzoſperous wind, 
that at laſt they had fight of the coaſt of England, but on a ſud: 
dain,aroſe ſuch a tempeſt as carried them by (o2cs vpon þ coalt 
of Iceland, taking Paven at the Pount of St. Ciprian, betanſe 
they could not reach the Pozt of Moricque. The knight of the 
Savage man, had a great deſire to land: but the aſter perſwa- 
ded him to the contrary, with theſe wozds. A dere you Sir to 
take gad reſpect in what you enterp2iſe foz well you know, vn⸗ 
bappinefſe dwelleth next doꝛe to dardine le, and danger is 
the neigbbonr to earneſt deſire : therefoze in all your actions, 
vle a god fozeſight.ſo may you the better pzeuent any miſhap. 

Foz on yonder Pountaine , dhe. leth a Giant of no le ſſe 
valineſle of perſon. then renownedin his paiſlance he hath to 
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name Calfurnieo, whoſe crueltie is ſuch. that if any chance in⸗ 
to his handes, it is their pꝛelent death. Wherefoze,god 9y2, 
be ruled by yonr friend, who would be loth you ſhould fall in⸗ 
to ſo great folife. yz ( quoth the Knight of the Savage man) 
I giue pou as great thankes, as J perteiue your counſell ten- 
deth to my wellare: But if he be fo cruell as pou ſpeake of, it 
were god to teach him ſome courtefie, if he can conteiue none 
of himCelfe. And ſo much truſt doe J re pole in oꝛtume, that ſhe 
wilſuffer me to deale withhim, albeit not to conquer him, which 
if it returne the loſſe ol my lile, A eſteeme it the lefſe,tn ſo much 
as he ſhall perteiue courage and courteſie , in one that would 
wiſh as much in himſelke. 

The maiſter ſ@ing no perſwaſion might auayle, ſent him 
with his Eſquire Arciſe od 17142 11 thelittle Tocke, commit⸗ 
ting him to the reward of all god Foztune, The knight of the 
Savage man, accompanied with his Eſquire, trauapled by the 
Mountaine, which was very thicke beſet with Tres, till at 
laſt, he came to alittle Pauillion, befoze which lay a great ma⸗ 
ny Trunchions of Speares, and bzoken Armour, belonging to 
ſuch Unightes, as were there fopled, in ſekingthe Caſtle. 
Walking on farther in a little path, which he ſaw traced with 
very kroſh blood, her was lead by the dzoppes thereof, to the 
ſight of the Caſtle gate, which was placed on ſuch an vnmea⸗ 
ſurable height, that he was faine to alight, and walke vpon fte, 
bis armour being very froubleſome vnto him, and walking 
thozowe ſuch a narrowe paſſage , that he was very wearte, 
When he had attained the toppe of the hill, he ſawe the Giant, 
being ſuch a man, as the maiſter of the Sbippe repozted, befoze 
him ftod ſeuen well appointed men at Armes, holding foure 
knights on their knees befoze theGiant. ThaeLadpes loking 
koth at the Caſtle windo we, which the Giants kept there (as 
Paiſoners perfozce) ſ&eing the Knight of the Savage man, and 
fozrowing any gad Knight ſhould come to ſuch a Tpzant, they 
all began a græuous and ſozrowſull lamentation. The Giant 
elpying the knight ofthe Savage man, ſent ther of his Knights 
to take him and bzing him te his pꝛeſence, who ſtod leaning 
vpon his Swoꝛd, toz that he was very wear ie with comming 
vp 
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bp the high hill : then they came to him, commandiug him to 
pt 1d, oz elſe they would fley him. The Knight of the Savage 
man, hearing their rough wozdes, ſtod not waiting foz nice 
tearmes, but made this anſwere. J rather chuſe to abide the 
danger, in denying your command, then to truſt to your cour - 
teſie, in yzelding my ſelfe, fog as A little ect&me your friend- 
ſhip , ſo doe J make lefle account of pour fury, With theſe 
wozds he ſaluted one of them ſo friendly vpon the head that he 
felldowne dead at his fate: as foz the other twaine, he dealt 
with them ſo reaſo.1ably, that he payd them their debt, in the 
lame coins. 

Then advancing himſelke to the Caffle gate, Calfurnien 
who had knowledge of this :niſhap, came fozth very ſtrongly 
armed, with a mighty held and a great Pace of Yʒon, hauing 
the head very thicke beſet with Azure nailes, that no ſh&@ld,noz 
Armoꝛ, but it would enter into: and in this manner he ſpake 
to the Knight of the Savage man. Alas paze Knight, Foztune 
was not ouermuch thy friend, when ſhe conducted thee hither, 
but rather thought her ſelfe much cumbzed with the, and that 
I ſhould facrifice th to her,foz mine owne honour. The abuſe 
thou haſt offered me, in lle ying my knights,hath pzeparcd a rod 
ſo ſharpe loʒ th#,as thou wilt wiſh typ boldneſſc had been bets 
ter gouerned. The courteous knight, who had neacr ſcene any 
Giant befoze,and maruailing at his mighty ſtature, would not 
ve any petſwaſion to himſelfe of pzoſperous ſutceſſe, but in 
this manner gaue him his an[were, 

Pe thinks ſir, it were moze commendation foz you, and 
greater honoz euery way, to disburden your heart of cruell at⸗ 
tempts, and embzace a cout teous and ciuill kind of life, oz 
as God hath made pou moꝛe mighty then other men ſo to thoſe 
that are your inferiours, you ſhould vſe a gentle demcanour, 
which would better agree with knighthod, then with ſavage 
qualities, Calfurnien was in ſuch a rage at theſe wozds, that 
he pzeſently returned him this anſwere: J would there were 
bcfoze me, tenot᷑ the ſtrongeſt nights vpon the earth that J 
might revenge theſe tanting woꝛds on them becauſe tip death 
tan no ſatia ie mp furp, and then ſhoulde ſt thou perceiue what 
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it were to moue me with impatience. G od fir (qd. the night 
of the Savage man) diſdaine not weake men, though your own 
ſtrength ber monſtrous : but if it hall like por:,fo Combate in 
the Court within your Caffle,J may hap to ſage nine knights 
a labour, becauſe the tenth is here, who though he be not ſo big 
as ten he will do as much as one. Then Calturnien willed the 
Knicht of the Savage man, to goe with him into the Cafkle, 
and at length they came into a faire Court, where ſted a faire 
Fountaine, the water iſſuing fozth-of the months of two 
Dwarffs, that were artificially made in Cziftall vpon it, and 
all about it, was very faire Jalper pfllars, the Court hauing 
ſuch godly Lodgings and Chambers, that he greatly pitied ſo 
faire a place ſhould bee kept by ſuch a cruell perfon, Foz as the 
Hiſtozy maketh mention, this godly Caſtle was built by the 
King of ireland , wherein be would often recreate himſelfe, 
when he rode on hunting: but the father of this Giant, named 
Raviaſlor, toke it from the King by fozce, and lined therein, 
with all his pꝛogenie. 

Calſurnien and the Knight of the Savage mar, being ready 
appointed charged one another with ſuch puiſſant trokes, 
that the vicozie ſtod very doubtfull, eſpecially to the Knight 
of the Sꝛwage man, who had his Sheld all bꝛoken in peces by 
Calta-nien his Mace of Bzon , beũ de, the ſoze blowes he had 
vpon his body, put him in great danger of his life, Vet did he 
ſo well apply himſelfe to © alturnien, that he had mangled his 
body, armes and legs, in diuers plates, which moued him to 
fuch anger, that he t ew downe his Sheld, tauing his Pace 
in both hands, intending the pzeſent death of the hardp 
Knight, But he eſcaping the ſtroke, and taking vp his Sheld, 
which was ſome what to heauy fo him: held him play, till he 
was glad to dꝛaw his Falchion, where with he ſent ſuch a blow 
von his owne Shew&ld,that he could not recouer his Falchion 
out againe, which the Knight of the Savage man pertetuing, 
ſtrake his heles vb ward, fo that he got him vpon his backe, 
where with his © wozd that was halfe bꝛoken off, he left him 
not while he lound a iu life in him. Then ſate he do wne to reſt 
ti nelle, being ſoze wounded, and very faint withthe loſſe of 
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much blood, which made him to lie ſeill a god while, ere he 
could moue himſelfe any wap.

How che three Ladies that were Priſoners in the Caſtle hex- 
led the wounds the Knight of the Savage man had re- 
ceived by the Giant Calfurnien. And how when he was 
iu perfect good health, he gaue the Caſtle to Orianda, one 
of the ſiſters ( and all three, the daughters of the Marqueſſe 
Beltamor ) and to he departed towards England, 


ben the thi Ladies that were in the Caſtle, 

P78 perceived the Giant Calfurnien to be ſlaine, 
and the noble Knight ofthe Savage mag, to lie 
in ſuch danger of his life, they came all ſpe- 
dily vnto him and taking off his Armoz were 
very carefull to ſteneh the bleding of his 
wounds. Orianda, the eldeſt of the Siſters who bad greater 
expertense in Pedicine, then the other twaine, and was of a 
moꝛe ſharpe and ingentous capacitie, ſhe would not ſuffer her 
other two Siffers to meddle in anp thing, but toke the whole 
charge vnto her, to pꝛobide him ſuch ner delull things as were 
requiſite, and to ſhew her ſelle thankefull foz his well imploy- 
ed paines. At laſt, Artiſer his Eſquire came vp with bis a- 
frers Hoꝛſe, and ſ&ing the great danger he was in became ve⸗ 
ry penſiue and fullof gricfe and while the Ladies carried his 
Lozd into a very faire Chamber he barred faſt » gates ſo that 
none might enter in, which they ſome what ſtod in feare ol be⸗ 
cauſe the Giant was ſlaine, that any ſhould come to his reſtue, 
There was the Knight of the Savage man kept, vntill ſuch 
time as he had attained to moze ſtrength , who when he had 
gotten a little health, would faine haue beene gone but the Las 
dies re ſtrapned him to the tontrar p, detlaring to him, the dan« 
ger that maht happen vnto him it ſo ſone he would * 
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bevy with his Armour, that was bzoucht very low and rather 
required moꝛe ſtrength. Their great courtefie liked him ſo 
well that he was loath to doe any thing they ſhould miflike of, 
wherefo:e fitting talking with them, he defired them that 
without offence he might demand, as conſidering their cftates, 
their names and Countrep, and by what miſhap they chanced 
into the Giants government - Arcauaida the ſecond Siſter. 
whole Beauty was equall with her Paidenly behauiour,rcfol- 
ued him of their Names, and then began thus. 

TWozthy Sir, albert the vitermoſt of our power is fo fim- 
ple to gratiſie your noble paincs, yet eſtœme the valour ofour 
god mindes, which is the riche ſt reward we can requite you 
withall. As touching our eſtates, we are all thze Sifters.and 
Daughters to the Parquis Belramor, vaſſaile to the renowned 
Frederick King of England, who vpon the enuions repozt of 
flanderous tongues, our Father being endued with great ri- 
ches and large poſleſitons, when he came to inhabite this place, 
where, vpon th2e Mountaines be cauſed to be built the fatre 
Caſtles, determining one tocachof vs after his deceaſe: which 
place both was and is pet called, The Mountaines ofthe three 
Siſters) all this afozcſaid liuing. he was in the Kings diſplea- 

- FCarcdiſinherited of, and we left to abide other mens revert; - 
on, ſaning the thzee Ca les which were lcft foz Bonours ſake 
to ſuſtaine vs in. Aftcr our Fathers death, wer reſozted each 
of vs to our appointed Caſtle, kœ ping them a god ſpace from 
this Giant whom you haue fl ainc, that daily laboured to defeat 
vs of them. But when wer were in god hope he had changed 
his minde, becauſe he had well left his continuall watching, 
then were we ſoncſt of all detetur d. Fo2not full twenty dayes 
ſince we met by appointment all together, not farre from our 
Caftles, where a little Pavillion was ereccd ts make merry 
foz the time, hauing in our company ſi xe knights of our dere 
and loning friends. This Giant ( who by his Spies was ad- 
moniſhed of our being there) came ſodainly vpon vs, and ſlue 
thꝛer of our Bnlghts, the other being glad to ſaue themſelues 
by flight: and her bꝛought vs with him into this place. To 
wich place, if god Foziuns had not conducted pou, we had bt 
depziue 
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vep2iued of our ſmall wealth, but that which is moſt of all. the 
chiete oznament of our honour haditod to an vncettaine award. 

The knight of the Savage man. who had been well arquain- 
ted with their Father in the Eagliſh Court, and heard of the 
god repozt of his thz& daughters: rejoyced that by his meanes 
they had purchaſed deliuery, and that it was his hap to land in 
ſuch a luckie time, pzomiſing them to vſe ſuch meanes on their 
behalfe to King Fredericke his Soveratan that they ſhould a⸗ 
gaine poſſeſſe, the livings belonging to their noble Father,

[were as now and thinke not that my deeds, ſhall repzoue my 
woꝛd: but that at any time, J-will implop my ſelfe in your ſer 
ute. But firſt I muſt hazard myfelfe, iwFapuenture of great 
Britaine, wherein ſo many noble and fi K 3 haue te ⸗ 
ceiued great advantage, which if J map finiſh; d in tryell, 
ſafely efcape, vou ſhall know the ſmall effimafior,- J will ce- 
poſe my life, to try the de pe ſt doubts fo2 ſuch honourable La. 
dies. Sir (quoth Arrinaida ) it our P2ayers may p2enaile. o 
our wilhes returne to any god effec doubt not but we wil be 
earneſt theroin,foz your pʒolperaus ſucteſte in great Briraine! 
And eſtceme pour paze handmaides not ſtretching beyond the 
bounds of modeſfte, yours lo farre as courtefie may and ſhait- 
rormnand, After mene gentle lalutattons, the Knightorthe. 
Savage inan departed,nccompanied with Artilar his Eſſutre 
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leaning the Ladies in mozeſecurity then he found them, not 
offering themonte iniurie ozvilloyaltie, foz y.he eſteemed the 
{:nall faults of the noble and famous, were wozthy.as ſeuere 
puniſhment as their hantie deeds ol Armes, did rightly deſerue 
eternall commendation. So in this manner he left them,taking 
ſhiyping with all ſp&de toward the realme of England.

And ſince pour Maj eſty hath quickened mine idle nature, and 
reuiued the duty which Jowe vnto knighthad, A will remem⸗ 
ber my telle in fozgetting her and though Jeannot e xclude her 
loue on a ſudden, pet tolleration and per{waſion, in time may 
doe ſumething.

J thinkemy 
ſelfe both highly honoured, and greatly eſt@med in the favour 
of Foztune to receiue fo god a Knight,by whoſe endevour, J 
bope bimſelfe hall bee wozthily acconnted , and the Fame of 
my Court foz euer extolled. Then Fioraman would haue knee = 
ted to kiſſe the Emperours hand, but he cracioufly ſuſtained 
him in his armes, with great thanks on either fide , liberally 
be ſtowed. 

By thts time was the Damolell Lucenda returned to the 
Court, whom the Cmpzefſe among her other Ladies, came 
walking withall to the Chamber of Floraman , where know:

It bath bene greatly famed abzoad, that a Jult was 
pꝛoclaimed in your Court, toꝛ the bautyof a Lady named Al-

Truly 
Dir (quoth the Damoſell) J left him at the City of London, 
where his valour is held in ſuch eſtimation, as is moꝛe then 3 
can ſpeake, whereof J judge him not v little pꝛoud. 

The Knight ol Fortune, perteiuing the earneft deftre of the 
Damoſell to be revenged on him, whom he would as glaviy 
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and, pzomiled her to ſend her defiance on the next mozning by 
bis Eſquire, and that he would be as diligent on her behalfe, 
as ſhe was defirous to haue it diſpatched : to which wozps the 
Damoſelt replyed. I can now ſuffistently juſtifie, what J.haue 
often heard, that your care hath beene ſo great to the welfare

Britaine, noz doe that honour to you, which my heart hath euer 
deſired, ſo ſhall the flower of Chtbalrie remaine in their great 
misfoztune,and pou though pour obſtinacie attounted the loſſe 
them all. This knight hath put me in moze danger then euer 
did np, vet neither of vs both enjopeth the conqueft : and if the 
lo ztunate death returne to my ſhare, J ſhall thinke my ſelfe 
honourably foyled at his hand s, but my poze heart cruelly mar 
tered thzough your hard dealing. 
Chen kell they to the Combate againe, not able to charge one 
other ſo fiercely as at the firft,pet labouring earneſtly fo end 
their rife one wap oz other which moved the King fodeſcend 
Jaccompanted with his knights, and fearing the lefſe of. their 
nos. ſou rht to ſet them at vnitis.

The knight of Fortuue well eſpping the Pꝛinceſte and pers 
teiuing hero reſemble the countenance of his faire Poliaa: da, 
he hinabled himſelle on his kne, with theſe wozds. Faire Las 


dy. mpdeſire hath biene greatly bent to end this ©onbate 5 o 
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to render this knight the victozy,as he hath well deſerved, 
but ſceing vou haue charged me with ſuch a courteous comand 
J rather deũte death then to yœld any deniall, 
Dir (quoth the knight of the Savage man) if J ſhould repozt 
the eſtimation J haue of your knighthod, with the lozceable 
charges J haue received at pour har da, Im ght ſay that jult- 
ly which pou haue rightly deſcrved, pou are the onely Knight 
to whom J will grant my Conqueff, But ſefng pou haue 
made grant to her, whom in duty J muff alway reverence, 
and that her infreaty hath moued you to end our debate, if J 
ſhould contrary what ſhe and you haue appoinfed, J might 
wozthily be repꝛoached among all Knights,nmch moze deſpiſed 
among faire Ladies, 
The Pꝛinces was ſo well pleaſed with this god agreement 
that giving cach of them hearty thankes, ſhe returned to her 
Chamber, and the Ning not a little pleaſcd at this god event, 
commanded the knights ſhould be bzought into his Pallace, 
where ſuch reſpect ſhould be vſed to them, that in ſhozt time 
they might recover their fozmer god health.

the Knight 
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And the better to wing her deviſes to pale, the ſent Da⸗ 
molſels continually abzoad , thzough the circuit of great Bri- 
taine, to fetfrife and diſcenſion betwene all the trauayling 
Knights, and the Damoſels were fv diligent in their Þt:

and Anvill of God Vulcan the @mith, Both the companies 
marching fozward till they met, where thep bcheld each 
other in marvaſlous great contempt, when taking occaſion as 
it ſerued, they couched their Speares , and encountred togt- 
ther very valiantly. Betweene them continued ſucha dange 
rous fight that with the ſoze hurtsthey received, as alſo the 
great detility they were all bzought into, that the effuſion of 
their blood witneſſed their earnef deſire of vidozy, and the 
adverſ: eſtates of them all, remained as a pat terne of their 
great perill, 

Don Edoard, Primaleon, Recinde, Arnedes,B-!car, Verner, 
and the Soldan Bellagris ſtanding with Dramuſiand in a win 
dow of the Caſtle, deheld the fierce aCaults oftheſe couragious 
Knights, whereto they gaue ſuch commendation, as the moſt 
haughty exploit that euer they had ſcene, whichmaned Don E- 
doard to ſay. I haue in times paſt, not onely ſæne many a no⸗ 
table skirmiſh,bat alſo haue had expertence,of the behaviour of 
many noble knights, yet comparing them paſt, with this which 
JI now behold, J muſt nedes ſap, all the reſt hath bene coun: 
tertett, and this is onely wozthy eternall commendations. In⸗ 

derd (quoth Primaleon ) the adventures in this place is mar. 


vꝛilous, which maketh mee to ſuſpend my ſudgement of thts 
touragious afſembly, but if it be anaturall fight indeed, and no 
imagination. giuen vnto vs by the p2acife of Enchantment, J 
muſt comnend this fo; the moſt Knightly ad venture, that t 
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Dramuſiand like wiſe was abaſhed at this pꝛeſem ſpectarte, 
and knowing tt bad come topalſe by the meanes of his Aunt, 
and fearing leaſt in this Battaile ſome of them ſhould be flain 
be went to her, and iutreated her topacifithis grie vous Stra⸗ 
tageme, but her mind was bent to ſuch cruelty, that ſhe would 
vle no refpect to his woꝛds. Do long endured their violence to 
eachother, that taintne ſſe made them let fail their weapons, 
and catch hold of one another, in the manner of wzaftling : 
which was great griete to the Pzinces in the Cattle to behold, 
and ſoze paines to themſelues;to continue fight ſo long. 

The Sage Aliart vnderſtanding ol this great miſhap, and 
ſcozning that Eurropa ſhould attribute the: Triumph of his 
vicozy wholly vnto her felfe , came to the place where theſe 
Knights wereaſembled, and entring into the Campe like an 
antient old man ( hauing a rodde in his hand where about was 
wound a Serpent) be ſtroke vyon the ground with it, when 
pzeſently the Knights fell all to the eartij, in ſuch a ſtrange and 
mar vailous alte ration, that one would haue judged, they had 
biene depziued of their lines, 

After.ye had there finiſhed what pleaſed him, be went vp to 
the Caſtle of Dramuſiand. ſeuding ſuch a dare ſnwkeoner all 
the Uallep., (wherein might be perteiued great flaſhes and 
flanes offire ) that þ Pzinces in the Caſtle were marvailouſ« 
ly affrighted. This moued Earropa to ſuch great anger (be- 
cauſe ſhe could not gains the knowledge how this had hapned, 

wozke her will on the Bnigbts-, as ſhe had certainly pur« 
d.,) that ſhe- went rag ait about tihe Caſtle, /\nwacd to! 
ſuch diſquietnefe,that no body could p2rſwade her. 

At laſtthis great darkneſſe vaniſhed away, and nothing 

tould bee ſcene bat the Knights, that lay all grouelling vpon the 
ground : whichcanfed Dramufiarid with his noble P2ifoners, 
to goe fazthand fetch them all into his Ca ſtle. When they had 
taken off their Helmets , the King Recinde knew his C hil⸗ 
dzen, and the King Arnedes his Gennes : polendos knew 
Francian his Son, and Baoziliar and Don Roſuell, were viſited 
by the valiant Belcar, Dridan was carried in the armes of Ma- 
jortes, and Platir was boane in by his noble Father * 
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obo becauſe he had left him when he was ſomewhat young, did 
hardly know that it was his Sonne. In bziefe,thep all lamen- 
ted to ſ& their kindzed and friends in ſuch great misfoztime, 
and conveyed them into the Caſtle , where they were ſo ho- 
nourably vſed, that in ſhozt time they had god hope to recouer 
them krom this danger. 

When they had attained tome part of their fozmer health, 

they rejoyced greatly that they had happened into the company 
of their deareſt friends, and declared in what manner they 
were deluded by the two Damoſels, which was not ſtrange to 
them, who perteiued the datly pzaciſes of Eutropꝛ, o be groun⸗ 
ded on ſuch trecherous deceits, 
Pow did Dramuſiand greatly commend his god Foztune, 
in gaining ſo many couragfous and well appzoued Knights : 
as he was fully reſolved,he ſhould now eaſily conquere the 1fle 
of the Lake, which as yet he would not make knowne to any 
of the Knights, but vſed himſelle ſo pleaſant in their company, 
and frequented them daſly with ſuch delightfull e yertiſes. that 
generally they bare him great god willandaffection, 

Foz this opinion he concotusd, that vüng them with gentle : 
nelle, and ſhe wing himſelte curteous in all attempt s, he ſhou .d 
win their god wills, which he made moze account of, then all 
the riches in the woꝛld. As it is alwayes ſeene, that friend ſhip 
loner winneth the gentle mind, then the rich pzonnſes and de- 
liueryot᷑ Copne, can purchaſe any faithfull perſwaſion : which 
craueth a moze couetous intereſt, then the perſons eſteming 
vertue, will ſtraine their minds to amount vnto.

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des F -Lacnitogs had reteiued by the Emperours ofGreece, in 
that many Pꝛinces of his blod and lynage, had bene crue ly 
flaine befoze the walles of Conſtantinople, which naturall loue 


and duty, did infozce him to revenge, elſe ſhould he be juſtly y 


contemned and repꝛoched of the whole wozld : where if nov? 
he would ve xe his enemp vpon ſo juſt occaſion, and v2ge him 
to the ſmall defence he had left foz his ſuccour,he might be 90 - 
narch of the whole wozld, and haue moze at his command then 
all bis Pꝛedeceſſours had. 

As foz a convenient time, he could wiſh foz no better then 
was at that pzeſent : when he would lay ſiege to Conſtantino- 
ple, it had no other Rampter of defence, then the aged CEmpe 
rour, whoſe peresfozbad him to enter the field, and whoſeDo- 
minfdns lay ready at his owne appointment, As foz the noble 


touragtous knights, whom all the woꝛld feared, and were the 


onely ſafegard to that famous City, were in ſuch a place, where 
they had moze neede of ſuccour themſelues, then come to de- 
fend the aged ©mperour, Yea, and all other Realmes were ſo 
vnpꝛouided, of thoſe that were the meane to let this determi⸗ 
nation, that neither could they helpe him, oꝛ pꝛomiſe ſafety to 
themſelues, ſo that if he would he might bzing vnder his obey: 
ſance, the moſt part of all Chziftendome, 

Their Letters were conveyed to the Soldan of Babilon,who 
pꝛovided foz the attempt whichEucropa had willed him: where 
to his determination we will fozſake him at this time, till wer 
gaine moze fit occaſion to diſcourſe of his pzoceedings. 

Che hardp knight ofthe Savage man, was purpoſed now to 
ſxke the adventures of great Briraine Fo2 which cauſe ( when 
his wounds were perfectly healed) he toke leaue of King Fre- 
dericke, and the Pzincele Flerida, pzoceding in his trauaile, 
till Foztune bzought him to the Valley of perdition, where he 
pzelently efpped the Caſtle ol Dramuſiand . Mot long had her 
ſtod to take view of this Caſtle but he perteiued to iſſue fozth 
a bzaue company of well appointed K s, among whom , 
were Giants of a monſtrous ſtature, which gaue him occaſion 


to ſuppoſe, tbat he was arrived at the plate where ſo many 


lamous Knights were datatned Pziſoners : pet was he dziuen 
into 
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into a great doubt, in that ſuch comely Knights ſhould kep®* 
company with ſuch bgly Fellowes. At laft, he beheld all the 
knights pzeparing themlſcines, as it were to Juſt: when at⸗ 
ter he had done his deuotions in pꝛayers, as was his actuſto⸗ 
med ble) he receiued a Speare from his C ſquire which he char⸗ 
ged toward Recinde the King of Spaine. When Dramuſiand 
ſaw the great cou. age of the kmght of the Savage man, they all 
came downe to the lat of the Bzidee,mneaning,as it was their 
cuſtome, the Pꝛince Don Edoard ſhould haue the firſt courſe ; 
but thzough intreaty, the King Reeinde got leaue firſt to try 
his ſtrength. The Knight of thz Savage man being ready 
pꝛepared, incountred the King with great valour, but ſuch was 
his miſtoʒtune, that he was ſent to the earth. Arnedes, who had 
al way in trauatle bozne him commpany. pꝛeuatled thzough ear» 
neſt deſire, that her was granted the ſecond Jult : but her was 
infozced to beare the king Recinde company. Primalcon[& ing 
his fri nds reteiue ſuch diſhonour befoze h.s face, without ta- 
king teaue af the Pzince Don Edoard, take his @peare and 
ran touragiouſly ag ainſt the Knight of the S. vage man, when 
they bzake their ſpeares, yet neither ot᷑ them any thing ſhaken, 
Dramutiand. who deſired to ſe the end of this noble explopt, 
commanded the ſpeares ſhould bee pꝛeſently bzought f ↄzt h, 
when each of them toke their chopſe, and fell to their enterpziſe 
againe. 
at the third attempt, Foztunc turning her backe to the 
noble „i alcoa, cauſed hin like wiſe to bee diſmounted to the 
earth. This miſhap greatly diſpleaſed the Pʒince Don Edoard, 
and hee taking one of the ſtrongeſt ſp:ares, gaue the Encomn⸗ 
ter to the Knight of the Savage man, which was diſcharged 
with ſo great magnanimity , that both their Yozſes and 
themlelnes were layd on the ground, Don E doard quickly tas 
king bis fr te againe, and maraepling at the puiſlant ſtrength 
of the knight of the Sage 14, who came vnto him and ſatuted 
him with thcſe wozdes.@rult mee Dir knight A would efteme

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Foz fhis aſſure your ſeife,that you are the Knight who ought 
to beare the generall pzaiſe among men. eſpectally of mee, who 
in all my lile tine never ſuſtained ſo ſharpe a plunge , as at 
this Encountring you haue put mæ to, Sir (anſw red the 
Pꝛince Don Edoard ) A know not it mp behaviour ſ.em:c (0 
pzaiſe wozthy to vou, but this J ſpeake Vnfainedly (not to 
£au'e von to concetue a pꝛide in pour ſelle) that à never met 
with a ſtronger knight, ſince A knew what belonged to the 
beuciug of Armour, 

- Pandarc came to end their tale, giving theſe wozds to the 
Anight of the Savage man. Since (Sir Knight) vou haue 
done moze in the Juſt, then every one ſuppoſed to be in your 
power, vou muſt now endevour pour ſelfe to deale with mer a 
while,foz that all ſuch as enter this Wallep, are bound to fulfill 
this ancient cuſtome. But if pour heart ſerue you not to fulfill 
this enterpziſe, becauſe feare may ſomewhat allap pour pouth⸗ 
fuilcourage,J wiſh you to y&ld pour ſelle, which will be moze 
2 then to hazard pourlife, where you are certaing to 

it... 

O Sir (quoth the Knight of the Savage man)it ſemes pour 
Father was a Senato2,by your Clarkly perſwaſion, and that 
pou being his Son, would doe moze with wozds then he could 
with derds: but if your Father hath given pou moze wit then 
pou can beare , J meane to beate it out of vou, rather then 
pou ſhould be overburthened, Pandare ſome what offended to 
beare theſe frumps, began to charge the night with his 
33zon Mate, and he to change blowes with his god Dwozd, ſo 
that bet wene them paſſed ſach notable hehaviour in fight, that 
Dramufiand, Don Edoard, and Primaleon, commended mar- 
bailoufip the hardineſſe of the Knight of the Savage man. At 
length, ſuch was the god Foztune of this noble Knight,that he 


bzought Pandarc on both his kn:xs, where he had ſent his head 


— 1 had not the Giant Alligan come pzeſently 
Then was he conſtrained to leaue Pandaire and award the 


mighty blowes, Alligan charged him furtoufly withall: but ſuch - 
was the great lone / gt of the Knight of the Savage * 


of PALMER 1x of England. 
he (fill bare off his frokes. and would not ſtrike agatne, as 
well to refreſh his owne weartnefſe , as to make the Giant 
ſome what abate with his long labour. Jn fine, when he percet« 
ved his time, and ſaw Alligan was out of bꝛeath with his long 
tontinuance in fight,h2 came vpõ him with ſuch freſh delivery 
of blowes, & followed his enterpziſe with ſuch exceeding cou« 
rage, that he bzought ſtoat Alligan likewiſe vnder his obep- 
lance, 

This Combate was ſo well e ſteemed of all the Pzinces,and 
ſo greatly difpleaſed the minde of Dramuſiand, that he appꝛo⸗ 
ched to the knight of the Savage man, thus. The god foztune 
( Sir Knight, which bath returned you victozy, beyond our ex: 
pectations, oz your gos aſſurance :me thinkes it ſhould mous 
you to haue reſpect to your bleeding wounds, which may moe 
— 1 your perſon, then all the perill you haue ſuſtained 
in ight, 

Wherefoze, let me intreat pou to finiſh your deſire in this 
travaile, and to ſtriue no farther, but peeld your ſelfe to my 
friendſhip, and by my Swozd I ſwears, to vſe vou in ſuch ho⸗ 
nourable manner, as ſhall be foz your health, and mine owne 
hone ſtie. 

If you refuſe this my courteous offer, and a pzivate pꝛide 
ſhallcauſe you to run without regard J ſhall be vzged to that, 
J would be very loth to doe, which is to giue you a (freſh afſanlf 
when the e ſtate you are in, doth rather require eaſe, which mae 
be to your grie vous detriment, and to my great diſhonour, 

Theſe courteous woꝛds ( anſwered the knight of the Fa- 
vage man) would ſerue bery well to a faint-hearted man, 03 
to him that i; ſoſoze as J in body, but not fo him that is ſo 
ſound in mind: wWherefoge Jam to thanke pou foz your great 
pitty, and would accept it, if J dio cont iue any ſuch 
pleaſure, But as it ſœmeth to me, vou axe Lo2ds of this 
Caſtle, that at this pzeſent detayneth the flower of all Chi⸗ 
nalry : wherefoze J would gladly haue you to vaderſtand, 
that though my lymbes be not in their beſt eſtate, my heart

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Dramuſiand ſ&ing he ſcoꝛned his god will, and . ſcæmed his 
wozds of no better account, pꝛeſently returned him thts re - 
ply. I perceiue Sir it is high time to cauſe pon know, what 
benefite you might haue reteiued, in following mp counſel, 
and what danger ſhall yappenthzough your owne (oliy, o ar - 
ming his head, and commanding his Dwozd and Shald to 
be bzought him, he charged the knight of the Savge naa in 
this manner J would wiſh to joynein Combat with a knight 
fo hardy as your ſelfe, ſo that the diſpoſition of his health w2re 
ſach, as my blow2s might bee well welcome Vato him, Bat 
ſceing your ſtomacke god, yet pour bodyſoze hurt and oyer tra⸗ 


Aayled, I haue ſmall pleaſare to be thought I wa2uld deale with 


fuch a one, ſauing that your fond woꝛds doth withhold my pit⸗ 
ty, and denying my gentle offer,voth vzge me to exact to the vt - 
termoſt. 

The knight of the Savage man wotlld make him no an. 
ſwere, but taking vp the Sherld ol the Giant Alligan, which 
was in much moze better eſtate then his owne, her aduanced. 
bimſelfe ts Dram hand, ſhe wing ſuch agility and nimble bes 
hauiour in his fight, as though der had not bene ſo wearted as 
er was, but pet his dexterity, and magnantmity of courage, 
had not the power to abaſh the hardy Dramuſiand: who was 
both eſteemed and appꝛoued, to be one of the Econgeſt knights 
vader the @unne. 

The knight at the Savage man, found this enfcrpaiſe the 
wwo21t that bee had as yet attempted,the happy ending whereof, 
were ſafficient to winne him perpetuall renowne : whereof he 
did endeusur himſcife with ſuch god foze-fight,as all the Pꝛin⸗ 
ces receiued god occaſion tocommend his va our. Foz often 
times the deſire a hope of vidoꝛy doth encourage one to aduen⸗ 
ture the greateſt danger: ſo that receiuing but a god opinion 
of lucceſe, doth fo animate the courage, that hie followeth his 
pur pole with an inuincible pzetence. Don Edoard t Primaleon, 
maxaailing at this haughty exploit, ſceing Dramuſiaud neuer 
gaue blow, but it was as ficrcely rewarded, v2rtly ſuppoſed 
thepertec nobilityof lnighthod, to rem une in the neuer 

| g knight ofthe Savage man : which after a long _ 
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fight cauſed Dramuſiand to die theſe ſpeches, Truſt mie (fir 
Knight) the perfect pzofe of pour infailible minde, conſtrats 
neth mer to lament your pzeſent appzoching danger: in that 
the grieuous expence of pour blad, cannot long ſuſtaine you 
from the vnhappy death, But if Foztune- appoint the ruine of 
pour dayes at mp hands, and that ( as it is no other like) but 
it maſt of fozce beſo, J ſhall condenme my ſelfe of monſtrous 
ingratitude, in that ſuch a hardy Knight ſhall be cut off in his 
flowing pe res. Wherefoze let me intreate you , that our 
Combate may here take concluſion,and to venter no moze the 
danger being imminent, which if ſelfe-will may not ſuffer you 
to grant, yet the ruine of pour Armoz, the ſoze wounds on pour 
body, and the biod that hath coloured the grafle vnder pour 
tte, me thinks ſhould pzovoke pou to ſatisfic my reque it. 
Gad counſell is better late followed then neuer: where jt tens 
deth to the adbancement of honour , and maintenance of the 
ſpotlefle eſtate of Rnighthod, 

Dir ( qv. the Knight of the Savage man) pour doth 
aske ſuch a ſcope of Argument, that A rather veſire to renue 
the Combate, then to conſume time in making pou ani were. 
And hereupon allure pour ſcife , that neither pour eloguence 
tan allure o your fozce compell to hinder mp enterpꝛiſe, but I 
will haue it oz elle reſigne the my carkaſſe.to glut vp thy gre« 
dy mind. Withtheſe woꝛds they went to it againe cherefully, 
delivering ſuch lozceable blowes to each other, that in ſhozt 
time their weakenefſe withdzew them from any moze hurt. 
Foz though the night of the Savage man were in great debts 
lity, Dramufiand was bzought into as great danger, that the 
Regardants knew not to whom to impute the moſt hurt: ſo 
that the Giant would gladly, that the knight had made accep- 
nn 
1 light. 

But no marvaile , - if the linight ot the Savage man were 
weake ind ed, having juſted and dealt with ſo many befoze,yect 
did he alway beare ſuch a courage, that they who behelv-hon 
luppoſed the contrary, Primalesn and the Pzince Den tie 
dard, came and rr to leparate ·— 
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derne they feared the death of the Knight of the Savage mag 

but they laboured in vaine, foz no perſwaſion could with hold 
the hardy knight, who ſalufed Hramuſiand with ſuch a mighty 
Froke vpon the Bꝛeaſt. that he cleft hes Hebnet, and woun- 
ved him very dangerouſly on the head, where with his @wozb 
bꝛake in a great many peeces, Dramuſiand ſeing his @wozp 
was bzoken, and himlelte likewiſe vapzovided of a Weapon, 
tame and caught the Knight about the middle, who recetagy 
him in Uke manner, that they thzew each other to the ground 
with great violence, being judged as men depztued of thetr 
tues.ſo that it could not be ſaid who had the victozy, 

The night appꝛoaching very haſtily on theSageAliart knows 
ing or this Combat, addzelſedhimſelfe fhither in all the ha, 
who made ſuch an obſcurity ouer all the Walley,as he had done 
befoze at the other Baffaile, in which darknefe he departed, 
and the Knight of the Savage man was taken away, no body 
could imagine how oz which wap, fo that the Regardants, who 
thought tu haue carried gim into the Caſtle could not tell them. 
ſeines in what manner he was gone. 

Dramuſiand was conduced into his Foztrefle, where he wis 
diligently attended by his Aunt Eutropa, who fearing leaſt at 
this time the Anighes would make meanes fo eſcape away, 
wer locked them into agreat Hall all togither, where they had 
no light but what came in at a very ſmall Window, at which 
itkewiſe, they receibedſach things as was ne&defullfoz them. 
In this 02der ſhe ved them, till Dramuſi ind and his Giants 
havretovered their fozmer health wh? ſhe bzonght them fozth 
axaine into their accuſtomed Chambers greatly diſpleaſed that 
Dramufiand would be*haus himſelſe fo friendly to them as hæ 
did, Bat ſach wis the confidence h repoſed in their oath, in 
that:thep woald not attempt any thingeontrary to his will and 

pleaſure,that he e 7 all dilcourteſte from his heart, con⸗ 
— his wanted friend lineſte to he Captiue Pafnces, 
Fa on this he alwives grounded his perſwaſton , that it 
were point ofarirvaſlous ingrafitude , to bzeake the vo: 
oath ame to his krtend, und he that would lo greatly 
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that atienated and eſtranged hini(sife from the curſe; of all 
vertnoug dards. | nn ll.

Couſin of the aged kingof England, which made him ſup - 
poſe that the R night on the Bere, was ſome man of great au 
thozity and e ſtimatton. Comming toD on Roſiran, and ſalut ing 
him very friendly, he pzeſently had knowledge of him that he 
was the noble Knight of Foccuae , to whom he began in this

Dir, I ſe that Foztune hath greatly favozed pou, in permit 
ting you to ſ the dead body of the Knight of the Sav age man, 
to who pou-were alway a moztallenemy, yet could it not he he 
that Hou vanquiſb him in fight, The Bnight of Fortune hea⸗ 
ring theſe wozds of Don Kofixan , was overcome with ſuch 
beauineſle,that the teares trickied downe his cher kes, when he 
began foframe his ant were thus. ;

Here ſo lately, that J am ignozant how he happened to this 
miſchance: nevertheleſſe J was advertifed by one, (who de: 
parted not long befoze pou tame) that at the Caſtle of Dcamu. 
{iand, where all the Knights remains that haue beene ſo long 
loſt,hc hath ſuſtained this vnfoztunate hap, yet not wit heut in⸗ 
juring him and his traine,as the memoꝛy of-this knight ſhall 
remaine to him while he liueth, albeit Foztune would not ſut⸗ 
ker him to end the adventure, 

The Knight of Fortune greatly diſpleaſed, to ſeœ this Knight 
bzought into ſuch extremity, began to conceiue bett er eſtima⸗ 
tion of the adventure, then ever he did befoze, albeit he was 
greatly abaſhed, that ſo god a night had failed in that enter 
pꝛiſe. Then began he to behold the Armour that lay thereby 
him being defaced and hacked in ſo many places, which vzged 
him to com nend the that had the ſtrenath to ble it to, but moze 
the man that had the might to reſiſt ſuch an extreame danger: 
whereupon he ſaid, J may well perl wade mp ſelfe, that the 
hope to end this adventure is altogether loſt: the Knight bee - 
ing dead, who had the paiſſance to finiſh all other. Attheſe 
wozds he appzoached-to the Bere, to ſe if he were cleane de 
p2iv2d of life, when lifting vp the ſherte of Silke, he perceived 
bis countenance ſo grim and hardy, as it was at the time he en- 
tred Combate with him.

Bat chiet⸗ 
ly the loſſe of his Bꝛother was his greateſt thought, whom he 
ſukpected this Knight to be, bp divers marks he knew in his 
face,foz the better aſſurance whereof, he called Silvian willing 
him to behold the Knight, and repozt as his mind ſerved , his 


anſw2re was comfoztable to his Paſters opinion, giving cr 


dif that it was Florian, who returned not after be departed 
with the Lyons. Upon this perſwaſion,the Knight of Fortune 
vefired Don Roſiran, to certifie him of the name of the Knight 
of the Savage man,infomach as it ſhould neither vifpzofite the 
one noz the other, but that he might reſolue him in a matter, 
whichcauſed him to ble great ſuſpition , to which woznvs Don 
Noſiran thus am eres _ 
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Dir night, in what J may oz can ſafisfie pour deſire, al⸗ 
ſure pour ſelłe I will doe my belt. As concerning his name, 
neither my lelte, no2 any other that J know, were ſs happy as 
at anp ttms to vnderſtand it, fo2 that he vſed no other name, 
then fo call himſelłe the Fat herleſſe. But in times paſt he hath 
okten declared vato me, that the beſt friend he had remem⸗ 
bzance of was a S2vage man who nonriſhed him a long time, 
and whom he ſuppoſed to be his Father, but becauſe he could 
not certainly aſure himſcife thereof, be termed hiniſclfc as J 
bau? told pou, 

Thc knight of Fortune, whoſe mind was maruailoufiy re 
viued at the woꝛds of Don Roſitan, perſwaded himſelfe that 
the Knight of the Savage man was his Bother Florian, fog 
which cauſe he offered to imbꝛace him as he lay, but on a ſud⸗ 
daine there entred foure men, who lifting vp the Beere vpon 
their ſhoulders, de parted away with it in very great haſt. The 
Anight cf Fortune endevouring to follow them, they willed

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Thus wit b fend zy embzzcings they deported. the Unight of 
Fortune which way pt aſed him, and on Roman with allſpred 
rode to London, bearing brioze un the Armour of the kni 
of the Savage man, Which he could not put vpon his body 
cauſe it was ſo cruelly martyzed, Being come to the Court 
be found the King fitting very ſolitary, foz want of the noble 
Lnights that were wont to kepe him company : and comming 
into his pꝛelence, with dutitull reverence her began in this 
manner. Poſt gracious Soveraigne, J neither thought my 
heart in quiet noz the time ſo happy as it Would be, till 4 had 
pzeſented pour Majeſty with the Armour of ths couragious 
knight of the Savage man, whereby you may perceiue(although 
the moze misfoztune ) bee maintained his life in honour, and 
with Fame ended his dayes in the face of Foztune, pzoving 
bimſelfe no lefle then he was, the man that deſerved molt the 
name of a Champion. And in reward of his taken paines, her 
craveth no moze of your PBajeſty but that his Armour may 
beautifie ſome place of Honour, to witnefe the vertaous be« 
hantour he was wont to employ it in. 

After be had certified the King of the whole requeſt he de · 
clared at large the adventures of this hardy Knight, againſt 
the Giant Dramuſiand and his noble Company, not fozget: 
ting to tell him, how that ha met the knight of Forrane at 
the Pavilion, who toke ſuch great and extreame griete foz 
this miſchance, that hee is gone to revenge his death on him 
and al his. 

The King bethinking on this froward miſchance, and bzea-

The King commandedthe Armonr of this god Knight to

Lhe Ring laboured in devotion, to put out of his memozie 
the loſle of this hardpknight the Father leſlc, ſetting his mind 
on everlaſting, true and permanent things: as foz the other, 
as they were tranſitozte and vaine , ſo to their frailtp he gaue 
them ouer, F02 Nature hath beſtowed ſo great a benefite vpon 
vs, that ſhe hath left vs judgement to diſcerne betweene gad 
and euill, and by what meanes we {all purchaſe our eternal 
heritage. which is the chiefeſt and beft riches ſhe ſhould indue 
vs withall and the only direction, wherein to ſpend the whole

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ow' | 'How the Knight of Fortune, being departed from Dow Res- 
itle ran de la Bronde arrived in the Valley of Perdition, at the 
Caftle of Dramuſiand, where a Damoſell brought him the 
( to Shield of the Palme Tree, which was taken from Silvias, 
ere when he was Captiue to the Giant Camboldam. Ando hw * 
heir the Knight of Fortaus luſted with his Father the Prince 
lace © Don Edoard, vanquiſhed Pandare and cut off the head of 
led the Giant Aligant, entring Combate with Dramuſi and, 
per whom be likewiſe conquered, ſetting all the captiue Prin- 
the ces at liberty. And how an aged man came with two Da- 
iant moſels, and healed the wounds of the Knight of Fort unc.

this :4 Fter the Knight of Fortune had taken leaue 
roy: of Don Roſiran de la Bronde, he had not tra: 
htly 9 vatled long befoze he arrived in the Valley 
{ ol Perdition, whenbecauſe it was night and 
he knew not well which way to take, he a- 
nind lighted, i tting do wne at the rate ot a Tree, 
ther, | where he determined to flep vntill the next 
gaue mozning, but ſuch was the griefe he received, at the wounds 


vpon | of the Knight of the Savage man, with ſundzy other cogitatt- 
nod ons that toꝛmented his mind (being all this while tanozant, of 
rnall | whence oz what he was ( ſo that he could not ſuffer bis eyes 
ndue | to receiue anyfl&epe , noz. his troubled thoughts to enjop any 
phole | ro.

Wiered his Sheeld of Foztune to Silvian, faſtening the other 
vpon his arme, when her knew it to be the ſheldof the Palme 
Tree, that was taken from Silvian, when he flew the Gtant 
Canib Idamot Mulzella which made him to expect ſome god 

sdurntiure, tozt he wozds the Demolell ſpake when ſhe takeit 
from iv ian, hoo ſ ee would reſtoze it a. aint when he ſhould 


haue moſt ne&de to implop it in ſcruſce, This mpued him to ap⸗ 


pꝛoue the Sherld. becauſe ol the ſpxches of the Damoſell,befozr 
the Emperour of Conſtantinople, when the Sagt Alart ſent ber 


as you haue heard beſoʒe: like wiſe, becaule th toe maſt 


dangerous aduenture, that in all his life time ge enterp led, he 
could not wiſh koz a moze fit occaſion, then at this iu ſtant to 
make tricllef his Shel. 101 Eloard being ready pꝛouided, 
meiicced his caurage fo þ knight of Fortune who recetued him 
with ſuch exquiſite behauioz of f ght. that Don do d was ſoze 
hurt, hut the gad knight by receiuing his ſtroke vpon the thic ld 
eſtaped the loꝛte of the lance. The knight of rortunc vpon this 
god lucke, would haue entred the combate with the (wozd, but 
Pandarc comming lozth ofthe Caftie,commanded the Pʒiuce to 
returne, ſotgat he could nol ſatiſfie his regueſt.

The (3recian Knights had partly knowledge of him, in that 
ſom of them were at Conſtantinople, when the Damoſell 
bzought the Sherld, which they knew by the beauty , and the 
bzaue devic2 ; and ſuch was their opinion of this knight, that 
if he fayled to end the ad venture, they doubted they ſyould ne · 
ver get deliverp from that cruell Caſtle, Bet ſo great was the 
pleaſure thep conceivedin him, as they could not tell whither 
they ſhould goe to welcome him oz enter the Conivate, and ſa 
deliver him : but ſ&ging how he vſ:d ®andare,vzgedthem to be⸗ 
l&euc he ſhould haue god lucceſſe in this haughty enterp2iſc. 

Alligan ſœing ꝰanda e was nere loſing his head, cane 
and fiercely aCapled the knight of rortune, but he welcomed 
him with ſuch a ſure papment,as he made him quickly retire to 
take his bzeath. 

Dramuſiand ſ&eing Alligan fo ſhzewnly handled, was lo ve; 
ed he knew not well what to ſay: foz he thought it vnpoſlible 
to conquere this hardy knight, having ſuch a ſheld as could not 
all this while be pierced, ſo that he began vtterly to denounce 
Foz tune,that had favoured him ſo long, and would now leaue 
bim at the laſt, Alligan ( albeit very vawilling ) beganagaine 
to aſlaile the knight: but ſuch was his reward foz his travaile, 
that he was bzought vader his ſabjection,and left his head ag 
a gage to the Knight of Fortune. 


When Dramuſiand ſaw that Alligan was flaine,in a great 


rage he called (oz his Armour, vowing to execute ſevere re - 
venge on the god night, in the meane time, the Pzince Don 
Edoard came vnto him requeſting ſuch friendſhip at his hands, 
as he would ſuffer him to haue a ſight of his face, Floraman ſæ⸗ 
ing he was vnwilling to diſcover himſelle, ſaid to him, that he 
ought not to deny ſuch a ſmall tequeſt, to fonoble a Pzince as 
Don Edoard was. 

Mhen he hend Don Edoard named, who was repozted to be 
ſuch a ſingular Knight in Nzo welle, and foz whoſe ſake ſo ma- 


ny valiant Pztnces had left th:ir Countrep and kindzed,to find 
pin who was loſt, none could tell where, he cauſed 3 | 
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take ot his helmet, when the P ʒince delighted with his come : 
ly countenance pzeſently ſaid. hope ( Sir Anight ) as God hath 
ende wed you with ſuch a ſeemely and honourable ſhape, ſo he 
bath reſerued pou to finiſh this perillous and ftrange advexs 
ture,foz that pour behaviour doth encourage vs all to ſo god an 
opinion. e vertheleſſe i Foztune doe allo w pou the victozp,J 
defire you to vſe ſuch courteſic to this Otant, who pzeparcth 
himſelſe to encounter with pou,to2 that his gentle vſage to vs, 
doth conſtraine me to ſpeake ſo favourable in this caſe, The 
Knight of Fortune, bad not the leyſure to make him anſ were, 
b:cauſe he perceivedDramukſand comming towards him, when 
Silvian having armed his head, they began to charge eachother 
very furtouſly, ſo that now began the p2ofe of the fight; fo all 
mg paſſed befoze , was nothilig in reſpec of this pzcſent 
explott. 
The d ohegot᷑ Dramuſiand entred the Knight of Fortunes 
Shield, as eaũ ly as it would haue done in any other, which vz- 
ged the god k:tgot to thinke. that the pꝛomiſe made of þ theeld 
- 3 wasfalſe andof no truth, ſcæ ing it failed when he ſtod in moſt 
extremity. But when he perl waded htmſelfe againe that if her 
gained the victozy, it ould not be attributed to the v-:rtue of 
the held. but rather to be gotten by the valour ol his perſon, 
which ſhould be e ſteemed of moze renowne, then to atchiene 
the conqueſt by ſuch a vzobided meane. Wherefoze repoſing no 
longer confidence in his Sherld. he traſted to his ſtrength, and 
the god ſuccefſe he did aſſure himſelfe ol: viing Dr amutiand 
in ſuch ſozt as he had little caaſe to boaſt of his bargaiue. But 
to ſpeake vprightly ſmall was the ad vantage on cither ſide,fo;

Dramuſiand retyzing to take pauſe began to ſuſpect that Jiequir 
this was the knicht (ould bzing him and all his vnder obey⸗ [vcake 
ſa:ce, of whoſe comming, his Aunt Eut 074 didalway caſt a Ast 
great doubt: which tov22v:nt. he thauaht beft to render him the 
to nꝛot᷑ tyꝛ Pꝛinces, and ſa to will him ieaue off his enterpzife: beheld

but when he conſidered, that to vieſontheſ3 veamitivrta hi 
enemie, might expzeſſe his cowardiſe, and cttinguiſh the gav 
repozt of his wonted knightly deves, he determined to end his 
life with lo god achampten. rather then to be repzoached by con- 
tinuall infamyp, | 
The Bnight of Fortune wallring dy and downe, communing 
with himlelfe in this manner, It J doloſe mp life, to deituer fo 
many of mp deare friends, J account it the chieteſt honourof 
my life, and the beſt aduenture that euer J-enterpziſed. Then 
ſuddatnly turning his thoughts to his faire p oli big ma⸗ 
ner he began io vtter ds amozous complaints, Madam, if at 
any time pou reſpected the vowed duet y of pour Seruant, then 
at this time vouchſafe to remember me in pour Pꝛincely tau, 
ſo that if thevicto2y returne accozding as J wiſh .Imap-manife# 
the honour of mine attempt to your ſoneraigne botunty, by which 
3 ltue, and in which I have hops to conforma n enn. 
Then they began againe in ſuch wzathfull manner, that al 
ſuppoſed there was no other remedy, but the death of them

Trineus the Emperour of Alle- 
maigne » who bad ſpent his dapes in great 
fozrow and grievous complaints to his two @Sonnes Vernar 
and Polinacda, now vnderſtanding that they remayued in the 
Engliſh Court, his heart was ſurpziſed with ſo great op, that 
not bewꝛaying his intent to any, he determined to txavaile till 
he came into Ba gland .

flouriſhing youth ſo valiantly, ; 

But knowing that his deſire, was vapoſible to bee recone- 
red, hee delighted to rehearſe what pleaſant conceits had paſſed 
betwene him and her as well when ſhe was coy, as when ſhe 
made acceptation of dis coupteſte, and ſhe wed her þ ſecret pla: 
ces ofdanger wh'ch full many a time he made hazard in, when 
de hd deſire to ſpeake withher. But now conſidering how his 
arcient,time had cut off ſuch amoꝛous dzifts as then he put in 
p2atile, bet werne trares and pleaſant talke, he paſſed this re 
membzarce 
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membꝛance in his ſ lent thoughts. krowing that youth muff cf 
fozce giue place to age: and as then he had pleaſure in amo:ous 
d:viſ-£,ſo now to content his age with ancient diſcourſes. And 
often would he rehearſe, what ſtrange and rare adventures his 
Donnes had rcpozted,during the time thep ſought fo2 the ſtray⸗ 
yd Pꝛzince, alſo the pleaſures at Conſtastinople: which was a 
meanes to perſ wade his vꝛ gent paſſions, and to ſozſake ſuch 
complaints as were bateit ſſe to be rehearſed. 

The faire Aus ora had no ſoner lett her old and ancient Mul⸗ 
band, and ſhe wed her bzight beames vpon the carth but that 
Galleries and Scaffolds were made about the Tiityard, where 
the knights determined to ſhcw the Emperdur their valour. 

The knights of England and Allemaigne, held both one ſide 
together, and the Grecian Knights maintained the other de : 
each one behaving themſelues with ſich haughty courage, that 
the Emperour dtd aligne them ſingular commendations. Foz 
ſometime Foztune maketh choiſe of a weake Champion, and 
alloweth him to be as adventurous as the moft hardy Knight: 
euen ſo the weake and ftrong pzevailed ſo well together, that 
„ were pzayſed , and the noble eſtates fulicientiy 
pleaſed.

pzoued wozſe then all the reſt: foz the Cup was * 
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mund about him, that ſœthed euen as water doth vpon the 
fice, which cauſed great feareto all that beheld it, but mo2c 
ariefe to him that he had the patience to abide it. Foz now he 
verily thought to conſimmmate his dates, & that the vexation of 
his life, ſhould end by this ſuppoꝛtable meane, which made him 
that he would not let goe the Cup, but kept it ſo conftantly;that 
euery one thought there was no remedy but death. 

Truft me (ſaid the Damoſell) the vnfained loue of fo true a 
knight,deſervethnot to be rewardedwith ſo ſharp a recpence, 
and with theſe wozds ſhe offered to take the Cup from him but 
he gaue backe,anſwering her thus. Faire Lady, J deſire you 
toſuffer me abide the dame, which my miſhap hath alway oz - 
dained ſoʒ me and whereinJ may end Þ troubles that are inct- 
dent to a mourning and continuall diſpairing life. The Empe 
tin not able to abide ſo great cruelty,executed in his pzeſence, 
aroſe caught the Cup from him which was tmmediatly quen- 
ched as though it had ne ver bin ſo violent, whereat he receiucd 
w ſmall cauſe of ama ʒement. Chen the Pꝛince Florendos, al- 
beit he was weak, pet dell rous tobe partner in conftancy with 
the Knight of the Dragon, received the Cup fromthe hand of 
the Emperoz, when pꝛeſentip the rigour that the Pꝛinceſſe Mi- 
ngarda bied towards him, cauſed him to ſuffer the ſelfe ſame 
tozmet,as did the noblePzincePalmerin, Foz the flame which 
aroſe out of p Cup, had ſo invironed the body of the Pzince,that 
he was ſcene ſighing and lamenting in the midft thereof, which 
moved all the Ladies to hed aboundance of feares, and to dle 
many extreame wozds againff the cruelty of Miragarda, which 
Florendos(though he were in the midft of p tiame)could hard⸗ 
lyſuffer to heare her blamed, fo2 whoſe ſake he was ready to 
make a ſacrifice of himſelſe. ZheCmperoz ſ&ing many means 
tpplted to quench the flame, yet none of them all had the power 
i pꝛe dale, ꝓnt himſelfe in the midſt thereof,and toke the Cup 
from Florendos, thinking that then tt would pꝛeſently be quen⸗ 
ched,but all their laboz was to no effect,foz the flame continued 

tout him as it did befoze, Check mpꝛeſle C ridonia, with all the 
Les and knights, fell into ſuch ruful complaints, that it was 
anbalous to heare the _ _=_ was made: at which grie⸗ 
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vous Spectacle, Polendos the King of Theſſalia, came to the 
dameſell of Thrace with theſe woꝛds. J defire you faire Lady, 
ſeing you haue found the thing pou ſought foz, that you would 
vouchlafe the courteſie, to ſuccour this dangerous cauſe of the 


Pzince Plorendos. J am ſo agreeved.(quoth the Damoſell) at 


this great tumult which is made, wherein they will not vouch: 
ſafe to heare me, that J know not what to ſay : but doe yen 
giu202v8c to appeaſe this murmuring, and J will wozke the 
meane ta peliver the Pꝛince from danger. By the Emperours 
com mandement the diſturbance was quieted : when the Das 
molell pzeſented her ſelfe beloze the Emperour ſaying, A ads 
vertiſs you molt dzead and gracious E mperour, that the ay- 
venture ofthe Cup is already paſt and finiſhed: but the flames 
which doth compaſſe the P2ince Flocendos, an no wapbe ex: 
tinguiſhed,but only by the vertue that conſifeth in the tears, 
which by the hand of the knight, who bath ended theEnchant:

is encloſed, and then J dare aſure you, the Pzince ſhall be 
bzought into his founer effater Foz the fire being ingend ed 
ſuch a cruell woman as he loveth,cannot be any way quenched 
but onely by the teares of ſuch a pittifull Lady, as was this 
conftant and faithfull Brandiſia.

This valiant and renowned Knight was no toner efpyed.

the Damoſels Knight beholving, he gaue his hozſe the ſpurs, 
mdencountred Gradian withſo great fozce , as he made him 
fetch an errand on the ground : then he came to Arteſia with 
theſe wozds.

weeping out of meaſure : at laſt the eſpyed the knight of the 
Tyger, to whom the came running a great pace, and caſting 
her telle at his tet, he remained fearefully loking about her 
agad white,haning not the power to ſpeake one wozd, 

The knight of theTyger ſeeing her perplexedcafe,began to 
| pitty her very much. ano doubted leaf he that hav feared her, 
would make perſuite aſter her, he called fo his hetmet,which 
he had no ſaner claſped on his head, but he beheld. comming 
the way that the Dam zel tame a giant very ſtrongly armed, 
carying in bis hand a huge Pace, who feing the damoſell,hav 
demandedſuccour of the knight of the Tyger, ſpake vnto der 
in this manner. Truſt me D yon betake your ſelfe

terward he could hardly ſtrike to any great purpoſe. Thc Da- 


. mnoſell remaining Killin extreame eme, vy the crueltintrea» 
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tance the Giant yad vſep to her, would haue departed to hide 
ber lelle in the Fozreſt, becauſe ſher ſudge d the Knight of the 
Tyger vnable to ſubdue her enemy: which Silvian petceining, 
came vntd her, and counſelled her toſæ the end of the combat, 
whereuponthe gaue him theſe wo ds. Jpzay you gentle C ſquirt 
and my friend, that you would not ſe me to hinder me,foz this 
Giant, nap rather a Deuill( whole fozce none is found able to 
reſi ) wiilaſuredlyput me to death, after that he hath ſlaine 
pour maſter, J would pet / ſaid Silvian) that you would ſtay to 
ſee the end ol the fight:foz peradventure it may happen other⸗ 
wile then you expect, | 
The knight ot the Tygecr(who was deſtitute of a Shield, to 
avoid ths cruell ſtrokes of his ſtrong enemy) behauc d himſelle 
fo politiquely and nimbly, as he lent the Giant many ſoze 
blowes, who was cdtrained becauſe he could not litt his mace 
in his right hand) to vie his left , thinking yet fo deale well e⸗ 
nough with the Knight of the Tyger : but the P3zince was (8 
flerce vpon him hauing giuen him many gre vous and moztail 
wounds) as his heard began to faile him, ſo that he recired, not 
able to raſiſt ſo many waighty ftrokes,nevertheles.the pzince 
lee ing he had almoſt bzought him to buy, let fly till ſo fiercely 
on hem. as he could not haue the meane to charge him againe, 
Che Giant perceining btanſelfe in ſuch extremity, leaned his

At what time my Father was flaine, he left me in the ker ping 
ol one of my Bzethzen, named Drunoque, who is lie wile 
Laine by one of the fonnes of the Pzince Don Edoard of Eng- 
land, and this knight is vet in the ſearch of knightly as ven ·

And foz thisDamozol,it is ſo, that Foztune caufed me to met

we Siſter of Primalecn, fog whoſe ſake, J intend to take thy 
lte from the befoze I depart, 

Vaſcalion(at theſe woʒds) began greatly to diſmay himſelfe, 
foz he know well that vis ſtrength was not ſuffictent to holy 
out long againft him, but yet he pꝛeſently advanced himlſelfe, 
to ſhow what dell xe he had to be revenged on him that had 
Llane his Anckle. , 

Palmerin being very glad, when he perceived the Gtant had 
fozfaken the Tri, which ſerved him all the while as a Rams 
pire of defence, aſlayled him with ſuch furious Krokes as the 

Giant would gladly hane reſted h{mſelfe againe : but the 
Paince followed him Kill fo earneftly, as at length he tumbled 
on the ground befoze him, when ( not content to ſ&@ him lo con» 
guered)he ſet his tote vyon him, and when he had taken off his 
Helmet, he pzeſently d his head from his ſhoulders, The 
gt tereof made the il ſo glad, as ſhe had nowfozs 
gotten the feare wherein ſhe was when the Giant purſued 
bir, and then came the Knight of the Tyger to her with theſe 
2ds, 

Faire Damoſell, J ſudge that the fine Knights who are in 
Combate fog your occafion , cannot otherwiſe chuſe but be in 
great danger: wherefoze, J will goe ſ&ke them fozth to ſuc» 
tour them, in the meane while you may come faire and ſoltly 
after with mp@ſquire, who (foz rour bettereaſe)fhall take you 
vp behind him on his hozſe. Then toke he that way which 
he ſaw the Giant come, when he purſued the Damoſell, and 
it was not long befoze he heard the elanching of the @ wo3ds, 
whereupon he gaue his hozſe the ſpurs, and neuer left gallop» 
ing till he came to them. where he ſaw they had flaine foureof 
the Gtants Knights,and ofthe other ſi xe, there were but tus 
that could defend themſclues to any purpoſe, 

The knight of the Ty ger knew Dramian the Ring Recindes 
Son by his Armoz and the deviſe he bare in his Shield, then 
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alighting from his hozſe, he put bimſelfe among bis friends, 
charging one ol them that fought ſo ſtoutly, as he tumbled rc: 
ling to the ground: which the other fine perc they were 
ſogreatiy diſmayed,as in ſhozt time,the knight of the Tyger 
and his compantons made an end of their wzetched liues. 
The Damolell arrtved there very fan after, when the ſight 
of Silvian made the knight of the Tyger pzeſently known to 
thefe flue knights, who were not a little giad of his companp, 
being all dis knowne and app;oved friends. 
The firs was Dramian, ſonne te the King Recinde the o- 
ther were Friſoll, ſonne to the Duke of Drapos of Normandy 
Luyman of Burgundy, Tremoran andBr :all theſe flue 
knights were conducted by their Eſquires, to a little village 
not larre from the Foꝛreſt; where they were carefully at- 
tended till their wounds were healed, 

The knight of theTygar kept them company two oz th 
dayes, when afterward be toke his leane of them ſetting fag 
ward the next way he could de biſe, to bzing him to Conſtan- 
tinople, where the Emperoz was pzefently ginen to vnder⸗ 
tand, ofthe death of Vaſcalion and his tenne knights which 
newes were highly welcome to all in the Emperozs Court,

He verthe lelle 
he fapled not to make pzoviſion'as wile dome wille d) to enters 
taine the enemy, whereupon, he wzit to the Soldane Bellagris, 
lending him hearty thankes fog the god le wardnefle he ſaw 
in bim elpeciallp in a time ſona@vfull, and when the nie enger 
to the Soldane was diſpatched, the E mperour ſent pꝛeſently 
to infozme of theſe ne wes, Arnedes the King of France his 
Sonne in law, Reamdethe King of Spaine, Don Edoard the, 
Pzince of England, the Empcrour Vernar of Allemai gne, Ma- 
jortes, and many others. 

The Army ofthe Turks was no ſaner heard ot, but the 
Knights ( who followed thetr noble adventures ) returned to 
Coftantinople, knowing they ſhould make better triallofthetr 
valonrthere,thenin anyother places:and ſuch was the rumoz 
ſpzead abzoad to the Turks intention, as in ſhoʒt time the Ci⸗ 
ty of Conſtantinople was furniſhed with many noble and rs:

The ffrauge Knight thought to excuſe himſelfe,bat befoze 
he had the commodity fo to doe, the Knights of whom Manſia 
fpake, were there arrtued : the one bf them being called Sir 
Menelao of Clermont, the other Monſicur Arnar : who being 
abaſhed fo ſ@ theſe Ladies in the power of a Cranger, came 
to vnderſtand the occaſion. Sir Clermont (faid Manſia) fincs 
Foztune hath ſs luckily hzought you hither, J pzap you to de⸗ 
luer me from this ſtrange Knight, who faith, that in deſpight 
of all the Knights in France he will carry vs into Spainc with 
him and there make vs giue attendance on his Lady. 

Clermont who was the ſeruanf ts Latrania, giuing credit 
vzeſently to Manſiaes woꝛds, take his lance from his E fquire, 
and comming to the ſcrange Knight,he entred ints theſc ſp&- 
ches. Hince you haue (Sir) reteiued the oder of knighthad, 
to offer infury and diſpleaſure to Ladies: J wich he may bo 
accuſed that be ſto wed it on you, and my ſelle to, if J ſhonks 
not attempt to chaſtiſe your folly, You are wzong tnfozmed, 
Sir (anſwered the ſtrange Knight) and J percetne Manſa

A Etwenc the Knights of the Emperours 
A Court arofe great controverſie, becauſe e« 
very one ftroue to be of the number ofthe 
twelue, and verp hardly could they be quie · 
ted, fuch was their earneft deſire to deale 
with the Turkes : pet in the endthey were 
glad to obep the determination of Florian, 
who choſe the twelue accozding as he named them to vou. Che 
firſt was Palmerin of England his bzother,the Pzince Floren- 
dos, Gracian, Berolde, Eloraman, oł Sardignia, Blandidon, Platir, 
Pompides,the King Eſtrell ant ol Hungaria, Don Roſuell, Fran- 
cian, Serme to the King Polendos, and Don Roſian de la Bron- 
de: theſe twelne knights were Armed very rich, having the ir 
Coates of Armes made by their Ladtes, King Edward, Arne- 
des,Recinde,the Soldancof Bellagris, and the Giant Dramu- 
ſiand,they being all vnarmed, accompanied thefe knights into 
the fleld, which was in the fame place where the Soldane of 


Perſia had appointed it, betauſe the Empꝛeſſe and hor Ladies 


might ſ& their behaviour - 
Then tame the Soldanc of Perſia, and the eleven knights of 
— thep being honoured with the pzeſence of the 
s ol Camba, of Sparta, of Armenia, and the Giant Framu- 
ſtant, they being all narmed. The Soldanec of Perſia defiren 
greatly to vnhoꝛſe the Pꝛince Florian of the Forreſt, he com- 
ming fozemolt with the King of A tolia, who of the two was 
thought the moſt valiant : againſt him Palmerin of England 
determined to Jouſt, fozhe knewhtm by the De vile in his 
Sdeeld, which was a Golden Tower in a field of Salte. C he 
Soldane of Perſia clapt downe the Beauer ot his Helmet, and 
the King of Armeua gaus him his Lance, ſo when they were 
A 4 4 = all 
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all ready to the Jouſt, at the ſound of the Trumpets they ran 
all together couragtoufly,and met one another with ſuch fozce, 
as the molt part of them was calt to the ground, Palmerin of 
England encountred the King of ¶Ætolia ſo bzauely,as he was 
ſent to meaſure his length on the ground, and himſelfe was 
ſo ſhaken, as he ſozſokę both his Stirrops. Florian and the 
Soldane of Perſia tntountred with ſuch fozce,as they were beth 
taſt ſozth of their Saddles, Florendos bnhozſcd the inte of 
Arfaſia named Argelao: tn bziefe, they were all bnhozſed, ex: 
cept Palmerin,Placir, and the King Polendos, who deſiring to 
accompany their friends, alighted trom their Bozfes to charge 
their Enemies. he Soldan of Perſia, and the King of tolia 
who were moe offended at their misfoztune then all the other, 
pꝛeſented themfelues befoze their Enemies „ and © with 
the ayd of their companions , they began the Combate with 
the Dwozd,but they ſped no better thereby then they did at the 
Jouff, which ths Ladies pittying, andſ&ing the Soldanc of 
Perſia in great danger, by reaſon that Florian had wanne 
the advantage ober him, like wiſe, that Palmerin and Fle- 
rendos had bzonght their Enemies into fubjection, concluded 
that the Pzinceſſe Miragarda, accompanied with foure other 
Ladies, and the King Tarnacs of Lacademouia, ſhould goe into 
the Field to ſeparate them: but ſo ſone as the Combatants 
had eſpyed her, they would not fuffer her to come ſo farre as 
they were, but gaue over their Com bate and came to me te 
ber. 

The Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda, thought her ſelſe greatly honou- 
red bp their ſoꝛboarante of the Combat, and having very gra- 
ciouflp than ked thom all, he returned backe agatne, holding 
the Pꝛince Florcndos by the hand, and they all by degrees fol- 
lowing in decent manner. When they were come to the Pal- 
lace, the Soldane aud his company were verp honourably enter 
tained by the Emperour,the Empzeſſe, Miragarda, Gridonia, 
Flerida, and the other Pꝛintes, who gaue the PzinceCe Poli- 
narda to vnderftand, that the Soldane of Perſia though ma r⸗ 
vaflaus well on her.

Battell. The firſt Squadzon was conducted by the Soldanc
